But within the last few years 
most of these old towns have put on anew 
life. Look at Washington and Eatonton and 
Milledgeville and Newnan and Gainesville 
and Elberton and many others that used to be 
called finished. One can hardly solve the 
mystery of their late progress, but one thing ts 
to be observed. The wealthier classes from 
the country are making an exodus to the 
towns alloverthe south. If this exodus con- 
tinnes there will soon be nobody left in the 
country but negroes and the poorer 
class of white people. The social attractions 
of towns -and cities and the privileges of 
schools and churches are very inviting, but we 
fear this exodus will havea bad effect upon 
intelligent fgrming. A town farmer soon 
loses his interest, his enthusiasm. He goes 
out once in a while to see how his tenants are 
getting along. He gives afew directions and 
makes a few suggéstions, but thatis all. His 
ambition becomes centered upon the time 
when the rent wheat and the rent cotton will 
come in, and thatendsit. The tenant is not 
going to fill up a gully or stop a wash, nor 
cover the galled spots with straw. The orchard 
will not be pruned, nor cow peas sowed, 
nor the gates kept in repair. This 
town farmer soon becomes a town trader or 
speculator, forhe can make more inoney at 
anything else than at farming. It does look like 
farming isa poor bus.ness. Here and there 
you tind athrifty farmer, but their name 1s 
notlegion. They are about one ina hundred, 
and when you investigate the successful one 
you will find him a shrewd trader who knows 
how io buy cheap and sell dear. He will pick 
up a mule for seventy-five dollars cash and sell 
him to his tenant for a hundred and ten on 
time. Hewill buy his cotton seed at ten 
cents a bushel and sell them for fifteen. He 
will make him advances of meat and nreal at 
the same profits, and so he gets in the papers 
as a successful farmer, and all others are con- 
demned for not following his example. Well, 
they can’t do ity for they can’t get a start, a 
fair start, and that is the whole of 
it. Farming lands in Georgia are 
inno demand. The owner can not get as 
much for them today as they could ten years 
ago—they are returned for taxes, lower and 
lower every year. But everything else seems 
to thrive. Merchandise, manufactures and 
mining are all doing well. Even teaching 
school, or preaching, beats farming, and hence 
the towns are prospering and the country is 
languishing. Blacksmiths, carpenters and 
brick masons makea fair support, and the 
chair factories and broom makers are getting 
rich. A brick mason will not work for less 
than two dollars a day, but a farm hand has to 
take seventy-five cents. 

One of our most intelligent farmers told me 
that he made more money off of his fruits than 
from all his corn and wheat and cotton. Well, 
I reckon these things will regulate themselves 
after while, but they look very discouraging 
now. A Rome merchant told me yesterday 
that this depression of farming was all owing 
to the protection that the tariff gave to manu- 
factures, and that the farmer would never 
prosper until he had the same amount of pro- 
tection, and that he ought to have a bounty of 
at least ten dollars a bale on his cotton. Well, 
that would help him of course, but to my 
opinion the trouble is we have too many 
farmers in proportion to the _ other 
occupations. In Pennsylvania there 
are twenty-five persons engaged in farm 
work to seventy-five engaged in other pursuits, 
and so every farm worker has three other 
mouths who are also hun and waiting for 
the products of his labor. He can sell every- 
thing’he makes for a good price and there is 
always a good demand. In Georgiathere are 
seventy-tive farm workers and only twenty-five 
consuiners outside to buy their products. The 
whole thing is reversed, and so while farm 
lands average forty.one dollars pereacre in 
Pennsylvania they average only five dollars 
and sixty cents in Georgia. Now, while we 
are inviting our northern brethren to come 
down let us make a specialty of inviting arti- 
sans, mechanics, manufacturers, and Tet us 
encourage our young men to go to the techno- 
logical schoo! and learn trades instead of pro- 
fessions. We have long talked and written 
about the pleasures and profits and independ- 
ence of farming, but it is of no use. Our young 
men are not.going totry itin the face of the 
hard experience of their fathers. When there 
are more people to feed and fewer to plow they 
will go at it, and not until then. 

At Elberton, I heard the busy hum of ma- 
chinery and the sound of the hammer and the 
saw allabout. New houses ornament the sub- 
urbs and many more are going up. The people 
are looking for the early adventof the great 
railroad that is to come from Monroe, in North 
Carolina, to Athens and Atlanta. This has 
stimulated their energy and increased the val- 
ues of their property. It has aroused their 
young men and they have formed a military 
company, and are proud of their new uniforms 
and their own good looks besides, and havea 
right to be. Colonel Jones, the school teacher, 
is their file leader, and is the colonel of the 
Ninth Georgia battalion. He showed me the 
photograph of noble Leslie DeVotie, the first 
soldier whe died in the confederate service. He 
was the son of Dr. J. H. DeVotie, on Of the 
most eminent Baptist ministers of the south, 
and was a member of the Governor’s Guards 
from Tuscaloosa. That company was ordered 
to Fort Morgan, in Alabama, and on the 12th 
night of February, 1861, he, by some sad mis- 
take, stepped off the wharf in the darkness 
and was swept out to sea by the receding tide 
and aaieened. It is said and believed that he 
was the first soldier who lost his life in the 
confederate service, and I have no doubt of its 
truth. 

As I was going to Elberton I had a curious 
experience. I was sitting quietly in the Kim- 
ball house and ruminating upon the scores of 
men who were ali the time coming and going, 
I thought I was aloneand unknown a had 
retired from under the glare of the gas light, 
when suddenly a gentleman approached me 
and said ina very pleasant voice: ‘‘How do 
you do,major ; I am glad to,see you.’’ He was a 
tall, black eyed gentleman of about thirty 
years, and I remembered traveling with him 
last year, overland in a buggy out west. I said: 
‘Well, what are you doing here,’’ and he re- 
plied: “I ama lunatic, and lam on my way 
tothe asylum at Milledgeville. There is my 
guard right there—he said I might speak to 
you. 

I never was more astounded in my I'fe, for I 
knew him to be a man of no ordinary culture. 
Indeed he was a gifted man, and was a minis- 
ter of the gospel, and I greatly enjoyed -his 
company in my travels—so I said, ‘‘My friend, 
I can hardly notice this. Are you really cra- 
vy?’ “I aim,” said he, ‘‘and I am entirely 
conscious of it. Do you know Doctor Powell ?”’ 
“IT do,” said I, ‘Willhe treat me kindly?” 
“He certainly will,’ said I. His black eyes 
brightened as he said, “Well, I want you to 
write him a_ letter and (tell him 
that I am a gentleman and want kind 
treatment. I have been handcuffed and 
knocked about like I was a dog, and it makes 
me worse.’’ I saw some fresh scars on bis fore- 
head, and asked him how they came, and he 
said, **They fret me, and I fig t, and they fight 
back, and I get the worst of it. When my fits 
come upon me I will fight anybody—friend or 
foe.” “Youwouldn’tfightme?’’ saidI. “No, 
not unless you cross me, and then I am_help- 
less.” “ET will not do that,” said I. “I hope 
not; [know you willnot. Llove you and respect 


vou, but if you were to differ with me in an 
argument 1 would get mad and strike you.” 
“I will not differ with you,” said I. “I am 
truly sorry for you and I hope Dr. Powell can 
give you such treatment as will restore you.’’

An Unamerican People. 


From the New York Heraid. 

According to the census of 1880 the popula- 
tion of New Mexico was 119,565. Of course 
57,106, or nearly one-half, are set down as una- 
ble to write their own names, a very. large pro- 
— cannot write, read or speak the Eng- 
ish language. These are a quiet, indolent, in- 
offensive people, with as little activity in de- 
velopment tendencies and progressive ideas as 
they have in wrong doing. Ignorant of ghe 
English language, they are no more Amerid@an- 
ized than they were the day the country was 
wrested from Old Mexico. They know noth- 
ing of the independence of thought and action 
common to the American voter. With a large 
intermixture of Indian blood, causing the sub- 
mission to their leaders which the red man is 
accustomed to render to his chiefs, and having 
been at the conquest in virtual peonage to a 
few old and wealthy families, the great mass 
of the Mexican population of this territory to- 
day is as completely within the control of the 
same few families as though they had no will 
ormind of their own. Should New Mexico 
become a state, say the opponents of the meas- 
ure, these few families will have their destinies 
in their hands, inasmuch as any question 
they may agree upon will be sure of securing 
a majority of the vote cast. It is also said that 
no American, unless of Spanish descent, will 
be able to hold any state office, while should 
these families be actuated by antipathy to the 
gringos, or newly come Americans, by a dislike 
to the present regime, and a desire for a return 
to the staie of atiairs which existed before so 
many Americans came into the country, a feel- 
ing with which some of them are charged and 
which seems to be on the increase by reason of 
the fact that wealth is gradually and surely pass- 
ing away from these old Spanish families— 
should this be the case nothing would be more 
easy than for them so to manage matters that 
the anticipated intlux of money would never 
be realized. 

It is evident from all these considerations 
that in the matter of making New Mexicoa 
state it will be well for congress to make haste

Opening of the New Theater at 
Tokio. 


A Description of Japanese Acting—Plats 


of Their Plays—An Interesting 
Letter From Abroad. 


Tokio, Japan, February 5.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.J]—I went again a few days ago to 
hear the great actor of J apan,on the occasion 
of the opening of the newly built theater, 
“‘Ichimura.”” The old theater, of the same 
name, had been burned on the same site, about 
a year ago, and the new is just finished, and to 
its opening the owner of the building, and 
Danjiro, the great actor who was just com- 
mencing an engagement there, invited a con- 
siderable number of Japanese officials, and the 
officers of the various foreign legations, as well 
as foreigners in the Japanese government 
service. But in order that you may more fully 
understand the status of the stage in Japan, 
perhaps I had better tell you, just here, that, 
while among the common people. the stage has 
always been well patronized, forsome years 
past, up to a year ago, the aristocratic Japanese 
did not attend theatersatall. It is too long a 
story to tell how and why the stage grew into 
disfavor with the best Japanese society, but, 
for a year or two past, suffice it to say, there 
has been a great desire on the part of some of 
the great reformers of the day to elevate the 
profession ; and lastspring, Count Inoufe, then 
minister for foreign affairs, and one of the most

Being in mourning at the 
time of the entertainment given by Count 
Inouye, and net attending it, I more readily 
accepted this invitation, (especially as it is 
sgainst my religious scruples to decline*a the- 
atre ticket, and especially as this invitation 
was eighteen inches long by eight inches 
broad, and addressed me as ‘‘Honorable Mr. 
——.’’ Besides all this, I had seen before, and I 
wanted to see Danjiro again, and I wanted to 
see what the “‘reforms’’ consisted of. 

The orthodox theatre of this country has a 
revolving stage and the principal entrance and 
exit to and from it are the main aisles from the 
front door, the aisles being on a level with the 
stage and about 18 inches above the places in 
the pit. The whole length of the pit floor is 
divided off into little squares capable of seating 
four people, and here, as every where else in 
Japan, the people sit on the floor which is coy- 
ered by a very soft matting. The faces of the 
audience area little above the ievelof the 
stage and “they thus have a fine view of it.

but the native who can afford it likes to go in 
style, one of his characteristics being a greater 
or less fondness for display and a desire to have 
the best of all things obtainable. For 
instance, the other day I asked my cook if he 
wwas going tosee Danjiroin the new theater 
while he was there, and when I expressed sur- 
prise at the apparent indifference with which 
he regarded the show, he explained that on a 
salary of only $9 per month he could not afford 
spending $10 on the theater; and remarked 
that while he thought that he might be able to 
get through on that amount. he couldn’t do it 
‘decently’ for less. But of course there are 
hundreds whose notions are more consistent 
with modest means. 

One would scarcely expect to find way out 
here in Japan an actor of the finest talent: but 
there are some here who would be considered 
fine in any country; and Danjiro—the great 
Danjiro—how can I dohim justice? Would 

‘ou think a so-called heathen could make a 
handoned wretch like me almost shed tears in 
the affecting parts? "Would you think that I 
would be so carried away with the acting of an 
Asiatic that I would shout with the native 
audience: ‘‘yorishii! yorishii!’”’ (well done! 
well done!) Well, when I first saw this player 
my surprise and gratification was so great that 
I could scarcely keep my enthusiasm in reason- 
able bounds, and on acquaintance I am none 
the legs infatuated. His acting is almost mar- 
vellous. I, of course, could not understand any 
of the stage language, and my interpreter’s 
Kuglish was little better than that of an ayver- 
age Sioux Indian at a trading agency; but 
Danjiro’s talent mage up for all slight 
disadvantages like these. His sup- 
port, too, was good, a notable feature 


-of the stage in Japan being that none of the 


softer sex take any part with the men, all 
female characters being represented by males 
in female dress. On the other hand there are 
respectable theaters in Tokio [where there are 
no male actors, the male characters being put 
on the stage by women in men’s attire. The 
two sexes never take parts in the same theater 
even; but the audiences of both are composed 
of men and women. One more word about 
Danjiro; He is the best and most celebrated 
actor in Japan and lives in Tokio, but plays in 
every city of importance in the empire. é is 
said to be rich, and I presume he is, for he 
lives in a beautiful home near the foreign con- 
cession. But while he has prospered, some of 
the theatres at which he has been from time to 
time the chief attraction, have fallen into the 
hands of the Tokio Shylarks, and are now 
closed for debt; but I believe more from bad 
management than from lack of ‘patronage. 
Yet with all this man’s wealth andall his 
fame he does not consider it inconsistent with 
his dignity to accept money presents from his 
enthusiastic audiences, and heis frequently 
after a very effective rendering of some part 
invited to the “box’’ of some one in_ the audi- 
ence, and if the invitation is accepted, receives 
a money token of admiration—any amount 
from $10.to $30. If the star cannot accept the 
invitation he sends a lesser light to the box who 
receives a small present for himself and car- 


| ries a small one to his chief.

over three henrs. *An actor some times 
changes his make up by putting on or taking 
off a mask or an article of attire in full view of 
the audience. In the change he is always as- 
sisted by a servant, who remains on the stage 
for the purpose of waiting on the actors, but 
who has no connection whatever with the 
play. Another servant in a black domino 
noses around the stage ali the time to see that 
everything is all right. The prompter also 
sits on the stage in the rear with book in hand. 
When he player sayssomething — especial- 
ly auspicious or-ominess the leader of the or- 
chrestra sheuts out something which signifies 
“that means something” or ‘*we’ll hear more 
of that bye and bye.’’ ¥.S. M.

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LAST OF THE DUELISTS 


Colonel E. B. C, Cash, of Scuth 
Carolina. 


Life and Times of One of the Most Con- 


spicuous Champions of the Code of 
Honor — His War Record. 


 CHariestoy, S. C., March 17.—(Special.}— 
The recent death of Colonel E. B., C. Cash 
_ marks the close of one of the saddest, strangest 
and most remarkable tragedies in the history 


of South Carolina, save, perhaps, the series of, 


ies that marked the fateful period be- 


tween the years 1861 and 1865. 

The name of Cash is closely identified with 
the history of Chesterfield county, and is writ- 
ten in- blood. Colonel Cash delighted to call 
himself one of the old school gentlemen of 

Snte-bellum South Carolina. The owner of 
. pearly half a county, it is said, in the very 
garden spot of the state, the rich Pee-Dee sec- 
tion, the master of a thousand slaves, he lived 
a life of rade luxury. Whatever the sum of 
their possession, the Cashes before the war 
were wealthy, owned large tracts of land and 
many slaves, At the breaking out of the war 
Colonel Cash raised a regiment of soldiers, af- 
terward known as the 8th South Carolina vol- 
unteers. To their equipment he is said to 
have contributed liberally. 

HIS WAR RECORD. 

Colonel Cash’s war record seems to have 
been brief. He commanded the 8th South 
Carolina Volunteers at the first battle of Ma- 
passas, and his name appears in the dispatches 
of General Bonham, General Kershaw and 
other officials in July, 1861. It is also men- 
tioned by Lieutenant-Colonel J. W. Henagan 
ina report announcing that he had taken 
command of the 8th regiment, owing to the 
illness of Colonel E. B. C. Cash. 

In General Kershaw’s report of the engage- 
ment near Stone Bridge July 21, 1861, Colonel 
Cash is said to have ‘‘distinguished himself by 
his courageous bearing and his able and efli- 
cient conduct of the regiment during the 


whole day.’’ 

After that Colonel! Cash’s name does not ap- 
pear in the official reports embodied in the 
**Records of the War of the Rebellion,”’ printed 
by order of congress. It is said that he resign- 
ed, after being in the service about one year, 
and returned to his home in Chestertield 
county. 

FULL BARNS. 

During the war, the story goes, when pro- 
visions were growing scarce and,in the ex- 

ressive language of the times, it took a 

ushel of confederate money to buy a quart of 
corn meal, the barns on the Cash plantations 
were brimming over with provisions. Colonel 

Cash then ordered the corn to be 

Bold and otherwise . distributed to 

the people in his county, charg- 

ing those who could afford it the usual price 
in gold and accepting in payment confederate 
money at par. Those who were too poor to 
pay thus paid nothing. 

UNENVIABLE PROMINENCE. 

‘It was not till almost ten years after the 
war, however, thatthe Cashes came into such 
bold prominence. 

Colonel Cash regarded his “honor’’ in the 
sense of the code duello above everything else 
in the world, itissaid. It was his boast that 
he feared neither man, nor God, nor the devil, 
and he was generally credited with being an 
atheist. He was quick to resent an insult; 
but it is claimed by his friends that he only 
killedtwomen. One of these wasa negro, 
and the other Colonel Shannon, who was slain 
in the tragic Cash-Shannon duel in Darling- 
ton county, in July, 1880.

agi THE CASH-SHANNON DUEL. 

It grew out of a lawsuit in which Mr. R. G. 
Ellerbee, a brother-in-law of Colonel Cash, 
and Mr. Wienges were the parties. Colonel 
Shannon represented Wienges, and some lan- 
guage in the pleadings alleging ‘‘fraud’’ was 
made the reason for the controversy by 
Colonel Cash. A correspondence followed, 
and the Cashes, father and son, finally became 
80 abusive that Colonel Shannon was goaded 
into sending ina challenge to the elder Cash. 
The parties met in Darlington, and Shannon 
fell dead at his first shot, pierced through the 
heart by the bullet from the pistol of his an- 
tagonist. 

he duel took place at Dubose’s bridge, at 

half past two o'clock on the afternoon of July 
5, 1850. The seconds of Colonel Cash were 
Messrs. A. H. Waring, fof Florence, G. J. 
McCown, of Darlington, and M. L. Sanders, 
of Sumter. Colonel Shannon’s seconds were 
Messrs. ‘Thomas Ancrum, J. M. Cantey and A. 
D. Goodwin. Dr. Lee, of Darlington, was 
resent as surgeon for Colonel Cash, and Dr. 
urnet, of Camden, acted in the same capaci- 
for Colonel Shannon. Colonel Cash bein 
eaf in one ear, it was agreed that the signa 
for — be the discharge of a pistol. 
The distance was fifteen yards; weapons, the 
old-fashioned dueling [pistols. Colonel Shan- 
non fired first, the ball from his pistol striking 
the ground in front of Colonel Cash. Then 
Cash fired, and shot his antagonist through the 
heart. 
THE CORRESPONDENCE. 

The history ofthe affair which culminated 
in this bloody tragedy was published in the 
News and Courier in July, 1880. <A brief sum- 
mary of the correspondence will be interesting 
at this time. 

C. M. Wienges was the plaintiff in a suit 

inst R. G. Ellerbee, whose sister it seems 

was Colone! Cash’s wife. Captain W. L. De- 
Pass and Colonel W. M. Shannon were the 
attorneys for the plaintiff. A judgment was 
recovered bythe plaintiff for $2,000, but he 
was unable to recover the amount out of the 
property of the defendant, which, it is alleged, 
Was covered by a judgment upon a mortgage 
held by Mrs. Cash. Pending the proceedings, 
Colonei Cash sent a challenge to Captain De- 
Pass. In this note Colonel Cash said: 

“As you have abandoned your charge of fraud, I 
mever eel free toact in this matter, and, while I 
now claim for myself. or acknowledge for you that 
there is any social equality between us, yet, for the 
time being, and to accomplish the object I have in 
view, I waive all objections and demand of you re- 

for the false imputations you have made 
against the character of Mrs. Cash,’ 

Captain DePass, in his answer to this note, 
claimed that the challenge was not couched in 
language warranted by the “‘code,”’ but waived 
objections and consented toa hostile meeting 
in North Carolina. 

The meeting, however, never took place, 
Captain DePass and his seconds having been 
arrested while on their way to the ground. 

THE PISTOL AND THE COWHIDE. 

Colonel Cash subsequently published the cor- 
respondence and a circular, in which he said: 

*] will add that no friend of mine has been in- 
strumental in procuring the warrants of arrest. As 
far as I am informed they oiginated with a whining 
hypocrite of Camden (he referred to Judge Ker- 
shaw), who affects to raise his bands in holy horror 
at the settlement of a difficulty by a fair and equa!

To this Colonel Shannon replied that he was 
only assistant counsel in the case in question, 
and knew nothing whatever of the matter one 
way or the other.

The venom in this horrible epistle had the 
effect of irritating even so good a man as Colo- 
nel Shannon. He at once addressed a note to 
Colonel Cash, who, it will be remembered, had 
professed his gratification that there was noth- 
ing to cause a change in the old relations, and 
the fatal duel followed. 

HUNTING FOR A FIGHT. 

In June, 1880, Bogan Cash, after the corre- 
spondence had been opened between Colonel 
Shannon and his father, wrote another letter 
to the former, in which he says: ‘‘Aside from 
your recent disgraceful conduct, the great dis- 
parity in our ages prevents my going upon you, 
but if there isany of your blood who would 
like toespouse your infamous cause, I am 
ready and will gladly meet them.” 

PRACTICING FOR THE FIGHT. 

A correspondent of the News and Courier at 
Darlington, writing of the duel the day after 
the affair, says: 

‘‘'The ducl took place between 2and3 o'clock in 
the afternoou, and for several hours during the 
morning Colonel Cash was practicing with his pis- 
tolintieyardof Dr. Lee. Yet, nothwithstanding 
all the publicity, no efiort was made to inform the 
sheritt of the intended meeting. Colonel Cash 
practiced firing paper wads at his son until he was 
enabled to strike the same spot five or six times in 
succession. He alsowentto the extent of sending 
invitations to several persons to come and see the 
duel take place, which was actually witnessed by 
quite a number of men, whose brutal instincts were 
gratified to their fullest ex ent.” 

There never was any question about the 
fairness with which the duel was conducted. 
It was fought according to “‘the code.” But 
the bloody incident struck a cord in the pop- 
ular heart, and was the means of inducing a 
revulsion of public opinion which had been 
hoped forand worked for unremittingly for 
many years. 

The cool, deliberate and exasperating man- 
ner in which the Cashes had run down their 
victim ; the brutal attacks they had made upon 
him; the methods they employed in lampoon- 
ing and abusing him, finally forcingghim into 
a duel, and the fact that their victim was the 
father of a large family dependent upon him; 
that he was an honored and useful citizen; 
that his sole offense against the Cashes was a 
purely technical phrase in a legal document, 
all conspired to rouse public opinion, and from 
one end of the state to the other there came a 
cry of indignation; a demand that the slayer 
should be brought to justice. 7 

This led to the trial of Colonel Cash on the 
charge of murder. With this trial we have 
nothing to donow. It endedin an acquittal 
after two trials. 

BOGAN CASH. 

It was about this time that W. B. Cash, 
(Bogan) Colonel Cash’s only son, began to 
come into notoriety. He had had a very prom- 
inent share in the abuse of Colonel Shannon, 
which resulted in the fatalduel. The boy had 
eyidently been imbued with his father’s reck- 
lessness, although it is doubtful if he had in- 
herited his father’s reckless courge, as sub- 
sequent events proved.

IN POLITICS, 

In 1882 the Cashes entered politics ard took 
sides with the greenbackers, Bogan Cash re- 
ceiving the appointment of United States dep- 
~ marshal in recognition of his services. 

t was in this je that Colonel Cash 
ran for congress on the greenback ticket, nomi- 
nated by J. Hendrix McLane. Ina published 
letter, July 28, 1882, he said, alluding toan ar- 
ticle of C. H. Moise in the Augusta Chronicle: 

“I hear badly, and Mr. Moise speaks much worse 
than I hear, and I would as soon undertake to in- 
terpret the clatterings of a tin pan at a dog’s tail-as 
to understand all he says. * * * JT indorse your 
(McLane’s) address to the people, and, though nota 
member of your party, L will work with that or 
any other party to rid this state of the thieves, ty- 
ran(s and cowardly murderers who are crushing the 
life and liberty out of our people.” 

At the same timean extract was published 
from the “Grand Army Journal” in Wash- 
ington, indorsing Colonel Cash’s nomination 
for congress and advising the negroes to vote 
for him. : 

The greenbackers were defeated, however, 
and the Cashes returned to their feudal castle 
in Chester county.

A second shot gave 
Richards his death wound, and a third missed both 
men. Cash then ran off, mounted oné of his three 
horses and started for the castle of his family. In 
the meai t.me he lugged outa fresh pistol which he 
probably bad on his person. Passing the railroad 
station, which is on the outskirts of the town, he 
shouted totheagent: ‘I’ve got two of them, and 
am ready for as many more as may come.’ I am in- 
tormed that there were from fifty to seventy-five 
ersons in the vicinity of the place when the shoot- 
ng cecurred. : 

“It is also said that when W. B. Cash reached his 
home Cash, senior, was standing upon the platform 
armed with his gun, and that, upon the arrival of 
his son, he embraced him and told him that it was 
the best deed he bad ever dane. It is said that the 
colonel was ready to start for Cheraw himself on the 
next train, in order to take a hand in the hunt,” 

Richards died, but’ Bogan Cash was never 
arrested. In astatement furnished a reporter 
later, he said he killed Richards because he 
feared his father would attempt to avenge the 
insult offered him (Bogan) by arresting liim. 
Colonel Cash was away from homeat the time 


of the arrest. 
DEFYING THE STATE. 

The civil authorities at Cheraw seemed to 
be paralyzed and no earnest attempt was made 
to arrest the murderer, who boldly defied the 
whole power of the state to arrest him. Fi- 
nally, the governor sent an armed posse of 
state constables to Cash’s Depot to arrest the 
outlaw. The trip was made in the dead of 
night and on a special train, but the criminal 
was warned of the approach of the constables, 
and when the Cash mansion was surrounded 
it was found that Bogan had fled. 

Colonel Cash. was arrested, however, and 
taken to Columbia before the supreme court, 
the charge against him being that of an 
accessory after the fact to the crime of mur- 
der. He was bailed March 13in the sum of 
&2,500, and soon afterward returned to his 
home. c 

In themeantime W. B. Cash was outlawed, 
and a price was set upon his head. For several 
weeks he managed to escape capture, and 
finally he began to get reckless. 

. BOGAN CASH’S DEATH. 

Fate at last overtook the outlaw. On the 
night of the 13th of May he was shot while re- 
sisting arrest. The story of the shooting is as 
follows: 

‘Deputy Sheriff King and a picked posse of eight 
men left Cheraw at abour 1 o’cioeck on the morning 
of the 14th for the purpose of arresting the mur- 
derer. They at once proceeded to his own place, a 
few miles from his father’s, where it was ng 
he was hiding. They arrived at this point about 4 
o'clock and surrounded the house and barn, at the 
same time cutting off all communication and means 
of escape. 

“About half-past 4a voice was heard in the barn, 
which was recognized by one ot the posse to be that 
of Bogan. The deputy sheriff then surrounded the 
barn andinstructed the possej;to take him alive, 
and not to fire unless it was an absolute necessity. 
While the posse was surrounding the barn 
Bogan stepped. out of the door and closed 
it behind him. He was armed 
with a double-barreled shotgun, a  Win- 
chester rifle and numerous pistols, which were 
hanging about his person. As he moved toward 
where two of the posse were stationed, one of them, 
W. H. Hilton, ordered him to balt. He immediately 
raised his gun and fired at Hilton. The fire was re- 
turned. Bogan then fell on his kuees and fired four 
times at Hilton, but the posse firing on him, he fell 
dead, riddled with bullets. 

“Sam Lee, Bogan’s pal, was in the house, and 
when Bogan first fired Sam jumped out of the house 
with a Winchester rifie and leveled it on M.L. 
Rhodes. Khodes ordered him to drop his gun. This 
he refused to do, whereupon he was fired upon Sby 
one of the posse, the ball taking effect in his leg just 
below the knee. He was again ordered to drop _his 
gun and throw up his hands, which he then did. He 
was arrested and carried before Justice McQueen on 
the charge of obstructing officers in the discharge of 
their duty.” 

THE OLD MAN’S LAST DAYS. 

After the death of his son Colonel Cash 
seemed tu have lost all interest in life, and 
seldom emerged from his home. He refused 
to allow his son’s body to be buried in the 
cemetery at Cheraw beside that of his mother, 
but buried him on the plantation near the 
house, and caused his wife’s remains to be 
disinterred fat Cheraw and reburied on the 
plantation. He also swore that he would 
never again set foot within the streets of 
Cheraw, and he kept his oath. 

There are but two survivors of the Cash 
family, as far as known. One of hisdaughters, 
an estimable lady, is married to a prominent 
and estimable gentleman living in another 
and distant section ot the state, and the other 
isunmarried, and lived with her father up to 
the time of his death. 

THE CASH STYLE OF LETTER-WRITING, 

In 1882, June 5th, during the progress of the 
campaign, Colonel Cash wrote a letter in reply. 
to an article published in the Anderson 
Journal, as foliows. It was published in the 
Darlington paper: , 

A DEFENSE‘OF THE CODE. 

“T thank you, Mr. Exditor, for calling my attention 
to the article you inclosed from the Anderson 
Journal, but you must pardon meifI fail to notice 
the varking of every fice who obtaius a scanty sub- 
sistence from the democratic crib, Were I to go 
after this poor creature he would raise the doxology, 
or swoon off on ‘Old Hundred,’ and point me the 
anti-dueling law—aye sir, democraticlaw! Law 
sir, which denounces Andrew Jackson. Henry Clay, 
and Humphrey Marshall, and George McDuiftie, an 
the greatest men in all civilized countries, as mur- 
derers, and unworthy the rights of freemen. Law

anti-dueling law had not been eggs at the 
time, but public feeling was ripe for it and this 
tragic duel brought about its e. 

o Captain F. W. Dawson, the editor of the 
Charleston News and Courier, is due more 
than to any one man in the state the credit of 
ae up. dueling in South Carolina. His 
personal history is well known. Coming into 
the south from England early in the war, and 
coming, too, as a common seaman on board the 
confederate steamer, Nashville, he at once 
entered the confederate army and followed the 
lost cause until its banners went down at or 
pomattox. His conspicuous gallantry speedily 
secured his promotion, and he served fur some 
time on the staff of Fitz Lee, the present gov- 
ernor of Virginia. Those who knew him in the 
army knew the man to be perfectly fearless. 
His courage and gallantry were never ques- 
tioned ; he had proved them on too many bat- 
tle-fields and under too many trying circum- 


stances. 

The war ended, he settled in Charleston, and 
finally became the editor of the Charleston 
Daily News. In 1867 he was challenged by 
Colonel Alfred Rhett, of the Charleston Mer- 
cury, and greatly to the surprise of every one 
dectined to meet the fire-eater, announcing his 
roval of ‘‘the code,’ and fearlessly 
tas a relic of barbarism. This

Some time before the famous Cash-Shannon 
duel there had been several correspondences 
under the codein which pores Cash hada 
prominent part. Captain Dawson at once re- 
newed his fight against tne code, which indeed 
had never been abandoned, and it was the 
earnest and vigorous fight waged by him in 
the News-Courier that led to the 
formation of the Anti-Dueling society 
of Kershaw county, in this _ state. 
After the death of Shannon he 
boldly denounced the Cashes and their 
methods, and demanded the indictment of the 

arties. Such athing had never before been 
1eard of in the state, and the public looked for 
nothing else than to see the Cashes and their 
adherents come down and institute a wholesale 
slaughter. Threats of all kinds were made, 
but he never relaxed his war on the code, re- 
gardless of threats, and finally succeeded in 
securing the passage of the anti-dueling law 
by the —- assembly. It was for his fear- 
less an rsistent war on dueling that he was 
made a chevalier of the order of St. Gregory 
the Great, by Pope Leo XIII.

The pressure was most severe at first upon the 
Union Pacific, and it yielded 144 per cent., but 
rallied slightly later. The weakest stock on the 
list, however, was the New York Central, which 
showed the heayiest decline, At the end of the 
session on very slight transactions the Reading, St. 
Paul and Lackawanuva were subjected to consider- 
able pressure, but notwithstanding the selling of 
the St. Paul by pool brokers, neither of them 
yielded materially. The opening was very weak at 
declines from yesterday’s closing figures, ranging 
up to % per cent., and in the first hour losses were 
further increased, the lowest prices of the day, gen- 


| erally, being reached before 11 o'clock, after which 


the market became less active, and, after a slight 
rally, remained steady. The close was dull, and 
fairly steady at a shade better than the lowest of the 
day.

A Large Party Take a Trip to 
Hillman. 


The Wonderful Cures €ffected by Elec- 
tricity—Talke With Persons Who 
Have Been Benefitted. 


Hiway, Ga., March 17.—[{Special.]}—“‘You 
cannot argue away these crutches, for here 


they are.”’ 

The speaker was Mr. Curley, of Rochester, 
New York. The place was perhaps the most 
remarkable spot in America. 

It is a hole in the ground. 

Just view the scene. Three dry wells, with 
the walls of rock and dirt exposed. Around 
these walls long benches crowded with people 
holding their hands as if in pious exhortation 
against the dirt. Some standing with their 
backs against the rock and their hands behind 
their coats, as a well-to-do man warms himself 
atafire. Some shaking as if in hysteria, some 
perfectly stiff, with an expression of inquiry 
on the face, as iflistening to distant thunder, 
all absorbed and in wrapt contemplation. 

It is the electric well of Georgia, or we 
might say, the electric weli of the world, for 
there is noother. From the depths of this 
rock and dirt is given out some quality, mag- 
netism, electricity, mesmerism, or what not, 
that effects visibly about two-thirds of the pec- 
ple who lay their hands againstit. It is said 
that during athunderstorm the face of this 
wall is livid with lightning. 

But to go back to Mr. Curley. He says:

Messrs. Delano, Carle- 
ton and Cole, the electricians of the party, 
will, as soon as possible, procure a galvanic 
meter and make a thorough testof the elec- 
tric qualities of the place. The proprietors, 
we are informed, will ask the Georgia Medi- 
cal association, at its annual meeting in May, 
at Rome, to appoint a committee of leading 
physicians to make a thorough test of the 
benefits claimed, and that this committee be 
empowered tq see what, if any, remedy there 
is for any of the various diseases claimed to be 
eured. They claim that there have been many 
wonderful cures of nervous diseases. They 
claim further that many persons who go there 
with a normal pulse, say seventy-eight or 
eighty, after being in there for a short time, 
without any exertion, will find their pulse go 
up to one hundred and two and one hundred 
and four, or even higher sometimes, and in 
other cases the reverse will occur. In some 
cases there will be a perceptible shaking of 
the whole person, and in _ others it 
will not be felt. As Colonel Ben C. 
Yancey, who is there with his’ wife, 
spending a week, says: ‘‘There issome kind 
of force there and it is unknown, and the 
scientific and medical men ought to be able to 
work it out. I cannot,’ says Colonel 
Yancy, ‘‘say whether it is electricity or what it 
is, because I donot know. This much I can 
say, there is some unknown force displayed 
there, and it is an interesting chapter in my 
opinion for scientific men to explain.”’

The People of Macon to Witness 
a Genuine Ascension. 


Some Thrilling Experiences—An Incident 
in the Opera House—The Hen- 
dricks Monument Fand. 


Macon, Ga., March 17.—[{Special.]—Prof. 
Samuel A. King, the wronaut, made Macon 
his home for the winter, and 1s so much pleased 
with the place and his stay here, that he has 
decided to remain a while longer, and is anx- 
ious to make an ascension from some point in 
the city, if the necessary inducements are of- 
fered. The affair has been placed in the hands 
of enterprising merchants, who will see that it 
is worked for all it is worth. A real ascension 
has never been made in Macon. <A few ten- 
cent circuses have sent up _ hot-air 
balloons, that fell in a few . minutes, 
but a navigator of the heavens has never 
left earth from this place, and now, that there 
isa splendid opportunity for one to be wit- 
nessed, the people are eager for it. A sub- 
scription list will be circulated Monday, by the 
following committee: S. R. Jaques, secretary 
and treasurer; C. L. O’Gorman, J.C. Bannon, 
George C. Price, C. A. Persons, C. A. Math- 
ews and W. C. Turpin. A more enterpris- 
ing and energetic set of men, selected as they 


are, from the business circles of the city, could 


not be found. 

There is a movement on foot to have the 
central city wheelman give a series of 
races the same day, and have other 
games, all to take place in the base- 
ball park, but as it would take considerable 
time for the men to train,it is thought that the 
idea will be abandoned. The balloon ascension 
alone will be the means of attracting great 
numbers to the city, which will be of mutual 
benefit to the merchants. Professor King has 
been in the business all his life and is fully up 
in all of its lines, which is a guarantee in itself 
of a first class entertainment in every particu- 
lar. The balloon to be used is the Eagle 
Eyrie, which hasa capacity of twenty-tive 
thousand cubic feet.

’rofessor King has had many thrilling and 
amusing experiences in his travels through 
the air. Once when descending to the earth, 
in north Georgia, while being swept along by 
the wind afew yards above the ground, he 
was much surprised to hear a voice from bo- 
low shouting ina loud yoice, thanking God 
that she had lived to see judgment day come, 
and that the good Lord Himself had 
come after her. The entire neighborhood was 
aroused, and greater commotion could not have 
been caused by an earthquake. But the pro- 
fossor did not stop for any of them greatly to 
their surprise. Once this wronault made an 
ascension from Chicago, was blown out over 
the wilderness, and he and his companion 
were six days and nfghts without food. This 
was the longest time he has ever been off the 
earth, the journeys usually lasting from six to 
twelve hours.

BRAZILIAN FLOUR CORN. 


The Most Wonderfal Corn on the American 
Continent and Destined to Work a Revolu 
tion in the Flour Trade. 

Mr. N. C. Carr, manager of the Atlanta Seed 
company, Atlanta, Ga., has this to say to a 
represntative of Tak ATLANTA CONSTITUTION 
in regard to the Brazilian flour corn:

‘How do you plant and cultivate it?” sug- 
gested the reporter. 

“The land is prepared by being broke well 
aud then checked off three or four feet,depend- 
ing on the quality ol the soil. 

‘Tt is manured in the hill and thinned down 
to one stalk. This stalk succors out and pro- 
duces from four to twelve stalks, and each 
stalk will have twotothreeears of corn. 
tell you, sirsitisto be the salvation of this 
county. You can not make over ten bushels 
of wheat on an acre, yet with thiscorn you can 
make ten times that amount, in addition to an 
immense quantity of the best forage.” 

There are others besides Mr. Carr who are 
= enthusiastic over this corn. 

Mr. J. T. McElraney, one of the most prom- 
inent farmers ir north Georgia, says: I have 
seen the corn, the flour and ate the bread, and 
that, you know, is gospel evidence. If the 
peonts out west have found it out, we have 

en buying the flour from them, for I can’t 
tell it from ordinary wheat flour, and I don’t 
believe any other man can. 

G. R. Stephens planted asmal]l patch last 
ear, and had some of it ground at our mills. 
t grinds in wheat mills, and goes on through 

the bolt; the advantage is, it has no smut, and 

we will need no smutters when it drives wheat 
out of this country, as I think it will eventu- 

ally do. , 

The yield of this corn is astonishing, and 
produces twice as much fodder tothe acre as 
ordinary corn. 

Mr. Kobert Hayes. of this vicinity, planted 
asmall patch of Brazilian flour corn last 
spring, and makes avery favorable report of 
his experiment. He planted only about one 
fifteenth of an acre, and from this he gathered 
five bushels of corn. The grain is planted and 
cultivated the same as common Indian corn, 
except that the numerous sprouts or suckers 
that branch out from the root, of which there 
are usually from five to tifteen, are left stand- 
ing, for these produce much ef the grain. 
Three or four grains are planted in each hill, 


but only one stalkis allowed to grow, but’ 


these, with the suckers, generally fill out the 
space allowed them. The ears grow from the 
sidesof the main stalksand fromthetop or 
point of the suckers, and the numberin the 
hill yaries with the number of suckers. Mr. 
Hayes gathered fourteen good ears from a sin- 
gle hill. The ears are from six toten inches 
long, anda little smaller than the common 
yellow corn. The grains are flat, rather short, 
and milk white. 

And aremarkable fact is that, while the 
flour of the corn makes excellent biscuits, the 
bran makes as good corn bread as the best In- 
dian corn, andthe seconds or shorts make 
good batter cakes. 

Mr. George W. Granade, a neighbor of Mr. 
Hayes, also raised a smal) quantity of this corn 
last year, and is enthusiastic in its praise, and 
both agree that it is much surer and far more 
productive than Indian corn. They will give 
the Brazilian a thorough trial this season, and 
advise others todo the same. Theyare conti- 
dent that on good land, properly fertilized and 
cultivated, and with average seasons, this corn 
will yield from eighty to one hundred bushels 
to the acre, besides a very heavy crop of fodder.

COLTS, PIGS AND CORN. 


Another Troup County Farmer Who Lives 
- at Home. 
From the LaGrange, Ga., Graphic. 

While taking down the name of Mr. R. R. 
Lane, a few days ago,as a subscriber for the 
Graphic, we asked him something of his farm- 
ing operations, and soon discovered that we 
were talking to one of the model farmers of 
western Georgia. He lives only a few miles 
from town, but he has a splendid farm, on 
which he grows everything needed at home, 
and has a surplus to sell. 

Last year he gathered 1,500 bushels of corn, 
killed 5,000 pounds of meat, had plenty of rye 
and oats and hay to keep his stock munching 
all winter. He also made some _ cotton, 
but only as a surplus crop, and the money it 
brought in was just so much profit. He keeps 
his plantation fenced in, so as the better to 
rotate his crops and prevent any waste by 
letting his stock have the run of the fields 
after the crops are gathered. He sows down 
peas in large quantities for his pigs and cattle, 
and they thrive on the pasture thus afforded, 

But listen, farmers; he raises his own horses 
and mules, instead of buying western stock. 
He has on hand now four colts, which cost 
him but little, and which are worth much more 
than four bales of cotton. He and some of his 
ncighbors are preparing to buy a fine jack, 
when they will go into the breeding of mules 
on a much larger scale. 

On the farm he also has some fine Jersey 
cattle, which he proposes to cross with other 
breeds, until he will get the very best milkers 
to be had.

wrecking train was made up in the yard 
gight away, and Superintendent Fleming, with 
Dr. William Duncan, the road physician, and 
a large force of men, started for the scene.

C. A. Fulton left Savannah this morning. 
Heis well known here, having been until 
quite recently the assistant: master of trains 
of the Savannah and Florida and Western. 
When this road bought the Brunswick and 
Western railroad Mr. I'ulton was made inaster 
of transportation ofthat road. lie is a mar- 
ried man. 

This is the first severe accident the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western have had. Just 
how it occurred has not been learned. The 


railroad wires are crowded with oflicial mes-_ 


gages. The ofticials here are constantly in re- 
ceipt of inquiries for the latest news, and they 
have readily given all the information they 
could get. Great interest was taken in the 
accident here, and the citizens were deeply 
shocked. | 

THE STORY OF THE WRECK. 

The vestibule train which arrived from the 
north was held over. At 9:40 o’eclock this 
morning the first section of the south bound 
West India fast mail crashed through the 
trestling just after, crossing Hurricane river, 
seventy-five miles sonth of Savannah, on the 
Savannah, Florida and Wesiern railway. So 
far as learned twenty-one were killed and 
thirty-six were injured. 

Of the killed ten were white and nine 
were colored, Of the wounded ten are ladies, 
twenty white, and six are children. The spot 
ig one mile east of Blackshear, Pierce county, 
The road there crosses Hurricane river, and 
beyond itis along stretch of trestle work. 
The train left Savannah at 7:01, standard 
time, this morning. It was composed of an 
“éngine, a combination, bAggage and smoking 


car, one passenger coach, two Puliman sleep- | 
ing cars.and the private carof the Lehigh Val- | 


ley railroad, which earried President Wilbar, 
George Gould and others. The engine passed 
over safely, but the rest of the train broke 
through and tell fifteen feet to the ground 
below. Before reaching the bridge the 
trains always slow up, and it is supposed, that 
the specd at which the train was running was 
not high. The combination coach is reported 
to be the first one which struck the ground. 
On it fell the passenger coach, ihe sleepers and 


the specia! car, in which a private party was | 


traveling. The scene at the moment after the 
wreck was heartrendering beyond description. 
The lower coaches were smashed well nigh to 
pieces. Fortunate were those passengers to 
whom death cameinstantly. Every coach was 
filled and scarcely a passenger escaped without 
some injury. 

When the wreck was partly cleared away the 
disaster, serious as it was, was less horrible 
than was feared. 

The injured have been taken to Jacksonyjie. 
Undertaker Dixon was given an order for 30 
coffins. 

George Gould telegraphed to Savannah for 
Dr. R. B. Harris to attend his wife. Dr. Har- 
ris left on a special train which went out this 
afternoon. “3 

Another Story of the Wreck. 

Waycross, Ga., March 17.—[Special.]— 
Train No. 27, from Savannah to Jacksonville, 
left Savannah half an hour late. It was run- 
ning two sections. Section No. 1 contained 
the private car of E. P. Wilbur, president of 
the Lehigh Valley railway, one Pullman 
sleeper, one first-class car, a second class car 
and baggage car, with a fair crowd of passen- 
gers. Near the eighty-six mile post the road 
crossed Hurricane trestle, asmall stream. The 


. trestle is fifty feet high and about a hundred 


yards long. 

The train was running at the speed of forty 
miles per hour, when it strack the trestle, and 
the engine had nearly crossed the end of it, 
when the baggage car left the track, caused 
by a broken axle, quickly followed by all the 
Othercars. They plunged headlong into the 
Stream below, fifty feet. All the cars were 
broken into kindling wood, and the dead and 
wounded passengers were buried in the debris. 
The engine broke loose and made’ the bank be- 
yond safely. The crushed cars, the shrieks and 
groans and the wails of the wounded and 
dying, the mutilated bodies of the dead, made 
a scene of horror that will always linger in the 
memory of those that saw it. 

Nineteen were killed outright, and thirty- 
five wounded, of which number

A Third Account. 

BLACKSHEAR, Ga., March 17.—[{Spectal.]— 
The first section of fast mail train No. 27, for 
Jacksonville, leaving Savannah at 7 o’clock 
this morning, fell through the Hurricane 
trestle, about a mile and ahalf east of Black- 
shear, at 9:30 this morning. The entire train, 
consisting of baggage car, smoking coach, 
Pullman sleeper, smoker, Saxon coach and the 
private car, ‘‘Minerya,” of President E. P. 
Wilbur, of the Lehigh Valley railroad, went 
down, and all except the last named were 
totally wrecked, The engine jerked loose 
from its tender and escaped, but the tender 
went down with the cars. 

ADMINISTERING TO THE INJURED. 

The engine came on to Blackshear and gave 
the alarm. All the stores closed and every- 
body went tothe wreck to administer to the 
wants of the wounded and dying. 

The trestle is about 200 feet long and is at 
the foot of a grade. Where the train fell it is 
about twenty-five foct high. Two thirds of the 
trestle fell with the cars and of that standing 
there is nothing but the columns, and strin- 
gers. The crossties are cut into splinters. The 
train caught fire from a stove but the heroic 
presence of mind of Engineer Welch who 


‘leaped from theengine and put out the fire,pre- 


vented an awful cremation. The accident is

ARRIVAL OF PHYSICIANS. 

Doctors Smith, Moore, Whatley and Fuller, 
of Blackshear, were on hand shortly after the 
accident, and Drs. Kedding and Walker, of 
Vaycross, Drs. Drawdie and Little, of Jesup, 
and Dr. Wm. Duncan, of Savannah, were here 
soon alter. 

As rapidly as the wounded could be moved 
they, together with the dead, were carried to 
Way CTOSS. 

President Wilbur was fearfully cut in the 
head and otherwise injured. He never lost 
consciousness, however, and as soon as the 
doctors got through sewing his wounds he dic- 
tated a telegram about the accident. His son, 
R. H. Wilbur, is badly hurt. Among those 
who escaped were Mr. and Mrs. George J. 
Gould, of New York. Mrs. Gould was bruised 
some, but not badly. They are 
now at the Brown house, in, Black- 
shear. They were going to Fernandina, 
to meet their father, Jay Gould, who 1s soon 
expected there in his yacht. ‘There are others 
hurt whose names have not been obtained. 
Among the wounded it is now reported that 
Mis. Aves is dead. 

Superintendent Fleming, Assistant Super- 
intendeut Aveilhe, Train Dispatcher Davis 
aud other officials have a large force of hands 

work, but it will be several days before 
trains can pass. Arrangements have been 
made for trains tocome around by Brunswick 
over the East Tennesse, Virginia and Georgia 
and BrunSwick and Western railways. 
A REMARKABLE COINCIDENCE. 
It is a singular coincidence that one year 
he same car of President Wilbur, with 
é the same party, was derailed near 
Elackshear. It is also remarkable that during 
the Jong number of years that the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railway las been in ex- 
istence it has never, until today, killed a pas- 


+ 
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senger. 

The iadies of Blackshear did’ noble service. 
They were everywhere, and many a poor sui- 
ferer died easier for their gentle caresses. They 
never tired, but stayed on the ground until the 
last sufferer was moved. Superintendent 
Fleming expresses himself as especially grate- 
ful to thein for their assistance and devotion. 
The officials of the read were tireless in their 
efforts to relieve the suffering, and all day long 
and not until the last wounded one was gone, 
did they turn their attention to the wreck. 

A commendable feature of the casualty was 
that no discrimination was shown between the 
races in the efforts to rescue each from the 
debris and alleviate suffering, but as fast as 
found kind hands took careofthem. Many 
touching scenes were witnessed and many in- 
stances of devotion strong in death transpired 
as where a husband refused to leave his wife 
and the wife to leave the husband. : 

Newsman Martin said the others were hurt 
worse thun himself and refused assistance, but 
in a few moments he was dead. 

Major Pate said he was not hurt, and fell 

ack dead. Mr.Ray,who was killed,was a prom- 
inent citizen of Blackshear. He was general 
manager and part owner of the Dale saw mill, 
near Jesup. Fears have been entertained for 
the editor of the Journal,and Mr. W. J. Bal- 
entine, who were expected home on the ill- 
fated train. They have not been found, how- 
ever, arid althought unheard from the uneasi- 
ness is nnabated. In addition to Mr. and Mrs. 
George J. Gould, Mr. and Mrs. Herbert B. 
King and Miss Aljce Simpson, of New York, are 
in Blackshear. Miss Simpson is seriously 
hurt. All the others are in Waycross. 

Undertaker Dixon, of Savannah, with about 
thirty coffins has arrived,and gove onto Way- 
éross. He will take charge of thé embalming.

DOUBTFUL INDIANA. | 


Democrats Will Have Hard Work 
to Carry the State. 


UNLESS THE PARTY IS HARMONIZED 


Interview With a Prominent Indianian on 
the Outlook for the Presidential 
Election—Other Political News. 
Wasurtneron, March 17.—[Special.]—Both 
partios are diligently at work to wage a fierce 
and gigantic struggle for the state of Indiana. 
It is alike important to both parties. While 
the democrats claim the state is reliably dem- 
ocratic it must be admitted that the outlook 
in the state, at the present time, for demo- 
ocratic suecess is indeed doubtful. While, 
in 1884, Cleveland and Hendricks carried the 
party to victory by a majority of upward of 
seven tliousand, much of this was undoubtedly 
due to the popularity of the late Vice-Presi- 
cent Hendricks. On more than a half-dozen 
occasions he marshaled the party to victory. 
In the last election in that state, notwithstand- 
ing the seven thousand majority of the demo- 
cratic party of the two years previous, the re- 
publicans elected the entire state ticket and 
caine Within two votes of haying a majority in 
both houses of the legislature. As the state 
stands now, based uyon the vote of 1887, both 
parties havereason to believe they can carry 
it. Said a prominent Indiana democratic con- 

gressman tonight: 

‘I believe that Indiana can be carried for 
the democratic ticket, but in order to 
do this it will necessitate the most 
complete harmony of the various factions. 
There is no use disguising that disaffection 
exists, and unless healed at an early date I re- 
gard the outlook as hazardous. Governor 
Gray, who came into the democratic party in 
1872, and by his rapid advancement and as an 
acknowledged leader of a great portion of the 
party, he has naturally incurred the dis- 
pleasure of the old democratic wheel horses. 
Governor Gray is the representative of the 
young democracy. His most formidable 
antagonists are Senator Voorhees, Ex-Senator 
McDonald and their following, which is in- 
deed a formidable opposition, and holding as 
they do a very large percentage of the govern- 
meént patronage of the state adds to the com- 
plication and renders the possibility of vic- 
tory more uncertain. Governor Gray isa can- 
didate for vice president. Senator Voorhees 
will naturally oppose his candidacy. 

“*At a meeting on the 8th of 
January by the democratic organization 
a series of resolutions were railroaded through 
the convention, alleged to be an expression of 
the democratic party indorsing Governor Gray 
asavice presidential candidate. This was a 
thorn in the sides of Ex-Senator MeDonald 

nd Senator Voorhees and their friends, who 
do not hesitate to dwarf the aspirations and 
chanees of Governor Gray. Governor Gray 
realizes the fact that he was defeated for the 
senate by the last legislature through the 
duplicity of Voorhees and McDonald, and, 
with the present agitation of the political 
future, the war between them is now tothe 
hilt. Unless the present condition of affairs 
can be so tempered and all hostile feelings 
buried, there is no possible hope of the demo- 
crats carrying the state, though it will be the 
battle ground from the time the issues are 
joined until at sundown on the second Tuesday 
in November.” 

‘Governor Gray,’’ continued the Indianian, 
“is exceedingly popular, and if given a fair 
field and a free fight, can place Indiana in the 
democratic column by at least ten thousand 
majority. The friends of Senator Voorhees 
would lke to have him occupy the second 
place on the ticket with Mr. Cleveland, but 
this® the Gray people will object to, and it is 
not improbable that at the St. Louis conven- 
tion there may be found a divided delegation 
upon this subject. Wefeel very much the 
loss of Governor Ilendricks. His name was a 
watchword from theriver to the lakes, and 
here is no man in the state today who can take 
his place. Of course I am notso familiar with 
the interior working of the representative or- 
ganization, but enough to know there is also 
disaffection there. Ex-Senator Harrison isa 
candidate for the presidency, but not, as it is 
believed, with any hope of securing the nomi- 
nation, but rather to make himself a vice- 
presidential necessity. Judge Gresham, aisoa 
presidential possibility, has @ great fol- 
lowing in the state, and naturally 
the Gresham and Harrison elements are an- 
tagonistic to each other. Since Harrison re- 
turned from the senate he has devoted nearly 
all of his time to making a complete and 
thorough organization of the party, and in 
this respect Iam inclined to the belief that the 
republicans are in better condition to do battle 
than are we democrats. It looks now that In- 
diana will be represented upon the national 
ticket, and if so, it will tend to make the situa- 
tion more complicated and fraught with more 
determination. Governor Gray was a good union 
soldier, though in early life he lost his fortune 
with the know nothing party, and thatisa 
crime in Indiana that is not easy to atone for, 
even at this late date. 

**A¢ the present time much will hinge upon 
the result of the democratic state convention 
in the selection of a candidate for governor. 
My colleague, Mr. Matson, chairman of the 
committee on inyalid pensions, is, I think, the 
most formidable candidate so far named. He 
isa friend of both the Gray and Voorhees 
factions, and with his nomination for governor 
it would have the effect, I believe, to materi- 
ally aid in fostering harmony and make the 


te far in advance of the doubtful line.”’

LABOR BILES, 


The House Passes a Kesolution Assigning 
Three Days for Their D scussion, 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—Bills were passed 
increasing to fifty dollars per month the pen- 
sions of the widows of Rear Admirals Wyman 
and Wells. 

Bills were reported from committees and 
placed on the calendar: By Mr. Crisp, from 
the committee on commerce, to authorize the 
construction of a bridge across the Tennessee 
river near Decatur; by Mr. Barry, of Missis- 
sippi, from the committee on pensions, grant- 
ing pensions to survivors of the Indian wars 
between 1623 and 1842; by Mr. Peters, of 
Kansas, from the committee on postoffice (ad- 
versely) the resolution requesting the post- 
master-general to return to the use of the terra 
cotta colored two cent stamp. 

The regular order being demanded, a mem- 
ber of the committe on labor called up the 
resolution assigning March 20th and 2ist, 
April 18th and May 16th, for the consideration 
of labor bills. He said that the labor commit- 
tee had been al'owed but seven minutes dur- 
ing the entire second session of the preceding 
congress and labor bills had been throttled, 

Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylvania, inquired if 
it had not been the fault of the so-called steer- 
ing committee, and was replied to that it had 
been the fait of the house. It had ‘“‘side- 
tracked” the committee by refusing to yote on 
a quorum, when the effort was made to get up 
its bills. 

Mr. Mills said that the resolution ought to 
make an exception for appropriation and rev- 
enue bills. 

Mr. O'Neill replied that the cause of labor 
was aS important as either of those matters. 

Mr. Hoiman also appealed to the gentle- 
men to proye that orders should not interfere 
with bills to secure public lands to actual set- 
tlers. 

Mr. O’Neill—If the gentleman will intro- 
duce these bills and refer them to the labor 
committee, we will report them back in tive 
minutes. {Laughter.| He then refused to al- 
low any interference with the order. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, could not say that 

the gentlemen who were anxious to secure ac- 
tion upon appropriation and revenue bills had 
been derelict. But here was a committee 
having charge of the interests of all of our 
yeople. It was not fairly treated during the 
fast session, and was entitled to at least four 
days now, It was not a question of the merits 
of the bill. He believed that the principal 
work of this congress had been for the south 
and west, and had not tended to help people 
and laborers in the large cities. 

Mr. Grosvener, of Ohio, believed that the 
proposition contained in the resolution to 
allow each speaker on the bill but fifteen min- 
utes imposed too great restriction. One im- 
plied that if a man talked sense he could get 
more time if he wanted. 

Mr. Mills moved that the resolution be re- 
ferred to the committee on rules, to report 
next Monday. 

At Mr. Grosyenor’s suggestion the yeas and 
nays were ordered and the house, by a vote of 
182 to 55, refused to refer the resolution. 

Mr. O'Neill then moved the previous ques- 
tion, on which the yeas and nays were taken, 
resulting yeas 207, nays 21. 

Mr, Rodgers, of Arkansas, moved to recon- 
sider the vote, and the morning hour having 
expired the resolution went over until next 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, from the committee 
on public lands, called up for consideration the 
bill to secure to actual settlers public lands 
adapted to agriculture. The bill having been 
read at length, Mr. Holman yielded to tho 
offering of amendments, which might be con- 
sidered as pending. 

A large number of amendments were sub- 
mitted and filed with the clerk, and, in order 
that they might be printed, the matter was 
allowed to go over. 

Mr. Taulbee, of Kentucky, asked leave to 
offer for reference the resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a commission. of seven member 
to inquire into the condition of the civil service 
in all departments and branches of the govern- 
ment, and whether the civil serviee act has 
been at all timessince its passage, observed 
and carried out, and what beneficial reusits, 
if any, have ginured to the civil service of the 
goverment by reason of said act.

BUCKALEW IN STRIPES. 


He is Now at the End of His Rope—His 
Career. 


MontTGoMERY, Ala., March 17.—[Special.]— 
J. A. Pearson, sheriff of Leon county, Fia., 
received the reward of $400 offered by Gov- 
erner Seay for the capture of Dink Buckalew, 
the notorious Chambers county outlaw, who 
was arrested a few days ago and taken back to 
the scenes of his crimes: No man in Alabama 
has a longer record of devilment than Dink 
Buckalew. During the past five years he has 
killed several men with little or no caase, and 
has continued to violate the laws of the coun- 
try with an uplifted hand and an outstretched 
arm. His deeds of deviltry were committed 
chietly in Chamers county. Last 
year he escaped from a convict farm 
where he had been placed to pay the penalty 
of crimes he had done, and as he made his es- 
cape he- defied the law and its officers and re- 
mained at large several months. His last 
bloody escapade in Alabama was:a desperate 
fight with Detective Sullivan, of Birmingham, 
and one of Pinkerton’s men. The detectives 
cornered the outlaw in his house and ordered 
him to surrender, but he refused, and opened 
fire onthem. In the melee Detective Sulli- 
van was desperately wounded and Buckalew 
made his escape. He then became a fugitive 
from justice and went to Florida. The sheriff 
of Leon county captured him, and put him 
back in the hands of the Chambers county 
authorities. Buckalew was a terror to the 
country for a long time, but he hasat last 
reached the end of his rope. He is now wear- 
ing stripes in a convict camp.

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! ABOUT THE STRIKE. 


Noimprovementin the Situation 
of Affairs. 


TALKS WITH PARTIES ON BOTH SIDES 


A Statement Made That One Road Would 
Go Out Daily is Denied—A Com- 
plete Tie-Up at Los Angeles. 


CuicaGo, March 17,—Vice-President Smith’ 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail- 
way, when interviewed by an associated press 
representative in reference to the report that 
their road has refused to handle United States 
mail cars unless the striking engineers would 
haul their passenger cars also, stated that 
their contract with the United States govern- 
ment provided that they should carry the mail 
on their passenger trains and that was the po- 
sition now held by them. 

Kansas Crry, March 17.—lla. m.—The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers is evi- 
dently in desperate straits, and they realize 
that they must use every means to save them- 
selves. Chairman Carroll, of the union griev- 
ance committee, admitted this morning that 
the reports which he gave to an 
associated press reporter yesterday were un 
true, and had been given simply to create a 
scare throughout the United States. 

There was no truth in the statement that 
roads. would be called out one each day. This 
morning there was a large delegation from the 
Santa Fe strikers, which was the result of 
the warm fight*in the session of engineers, 
held fast night. Atthe meeting sixteen en- 
gineers announced their intention of going to 
work today on the Santa Fe, There is a great 
stir among the engineers, and for the first time 
since the beginning of the strike, members of 
the committee are out among their men plead- 
ing their cause. 

CuicaGco, March 17.—The Situation of the 
engineers’ strike locally this morning remains 
unchanged. Officials at Burlington strikers’ 
headquarters said they had received no intel- 
ligence beyond that contained in the morning 
papers. When Chairman Hoge, of the griey- 
ance committee, was asked what reuson the 
Santa Fe engineers gave for striking, he could 
say nothing further than that a dispatch had 
been received from Chairman Conroe that the 
Atchison, Topeka and Sarita Fe had violated 
its obligations of neutrality and was handling 
Burlington freight. This is the only excuse 
that has thus far beenoffered. Vice-President 
Smith, of the Santa Fe, said this morning in 
relation tothe agreement on the part of his 
road not to handle Burlington freight: 

‘When the strike broke out on the Burling- 
ton we did make a verbal agreement with the 
engineers that they should not be asked to 
move Burlington cars, at least till some spe- 
cific order had been given.”’ 

‘‘Has such an order ever been given?” 

“No, sir, not a single pound of objectionable 
freight has been handled. There is not a word 
of truth inthe statement appearing in the 
morning’s dispatches, and alleged to have been 
made by an engineer at Topeka. Some other 
excuse must be given than that we have been 
aiding Burlington.’’ 

‘“‘Whatis therein the claim made by the 
engineers that stockholders in Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy are largely interested in 
the Santa Fe?”’ 

‘There is virtually nothing. There is nota 
single instance in which a director of one road 
holds a similar position with the other. The 
controlling interests of the two systems are 
competitive. Of course there is a certain 
amount of stock on the market which any one 
can purchase, but that in no way figures in the 
management of the road. The statement that 
the engineers have been looking over the list 
of stockholders is absurd, as they would be 
unable to see the books. The real grievance 
of the strikers is this; they have learned, as 
any one may learn, that much of the stock of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, and Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy is held by parties 
in Boston, and from this fact they draw the 
conclusion that the interests of the two roads 
are more or less incidental, and that a blow at 
the Santa Fe means an injury to the Burling- 
ton. Nothing could be further from the 
truth.” 

ANOTHER TRAIN GOES OUT. 

KansAS Crry, Mo., March 17.—1 Pp. m.—At 
11:05 this morning train No. 71 on the South- 
ern Kansas road ‘pulled slowly out of the de- 
pot, with Enginéer Furz, a non-brotherhood 
man,at thethrottle. At this time, No. 30, the 
regular Denver express on the Sante Fe was 
waiting foran engineer. <Ati1:25 Engineer 
William McMillen mounted the engine, and 
notwithstanding the open solicitations of the 
strike committee, he took the train out. As 
he started an engineer standing in a group 
near the engine said: 

‘‘Well, boys, McMillen has gone out, and 
we might as wellall go. Tam going to my 
engine whenever they call me.”’ 

While this did not meet with a pearls res- 
ponse, the quietness which prevailed showed 
that there was not much dissatisfaction with 
the feeling expressed. 

At 12 o’clock Chairman Carroll, of the 
union grievance committee, said that a propo- 
sition had,been received from Burlington to 
take back five per cent of the engineers as in- 
dividua!s, but notas brotherhood men. The 
division superintent of the Burlington denies 
this, and says the Burlington has no proposi- 
tion to make whatever, as’ they are prepared 
to keep their present position until doomsday, 
if necessary. 

TorpreKaA, Kas, March 17.—Formal notice 

was issued from the headquarters of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railway here 
to-night, giving striking engineers and firemen 
until 4 p. m. Thursday, the 22d, to return to 
their engines. All meuf who have 
not reported for duty by that time will be con- 
sidered by the management as no longer in the 
employ of the company. 
( MARSHALLTOWN Ia., March 17.—One after 
another of the Central Iowa engineers refused 
to handle Burlington cars to-day, resulting in 
the conplete tie up of all freight traffic on 
four hundred miles of the road in Lowa. 


JUDGE DUNDY’S DECISION, 


Engineers Violate Law By Striking on the 
Union Pacific. 


OmaHA, Neb., March 17.—Judge Dundy, of 
the United States district court, today ren- 
dered his decision inthe injunction case snit 
brought by the Burlington road agaist the 
Union Pacific company and engineers in their 
employ to prevent them from refusing to re- 
ceive or transport Burlington freight. In 
substanee the court holds that engineers on 
the Union Pacific have the right to quit work 
when they please; but they have not the right 
to enter into a conspiracy and by concerted 
action leave the Union Pacific road without 
any notice, when the purpose of that 
conspiracy is to prevent the Union 
Pacific from exchanging freight with the Bur- 
lington, as by interstate commerce law it is re- 
quired to do; neither have engineers the right 
to refuse to pull Burlingtor Gars, and such re- 
fusal would subject them to imprisonment. 
The Union Pacific is a creation of congress, 
and congress has distinctly enacted that its 
ofticers, agents and operators must at all times 
exchange with and handle freight of the cer- 
tain intersecting lines, among them the Bur- 
lington and Missouri, and has made a refusal a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not less 
than $1,000 and imprisonment of not less than 
six months on conviction. The interstate 
commerce law reiterates in effect forall roads, 
the Union Pacific among them, what was pre- 
scribed as the clearly defined duties of the 
Union Pacific in 1874. The final order in the 
case will be signed Monday.

STILL IN MOURNING, 


The Sombre Appearance of Berlin—The EKmp- 
eror at Work. 

[Copyrighted by N. Y. Associated Presa, } 

Berwin, March 17.—Berlin today is still far 
from assuming its wonted aspect. A mass of 
people prolonging ‘yesterday mourning today 
throng the thoroughfares, and but for the 
sombre hues prevailing everywhere, buildings 
and people being still clad in black, one might 
Suppose a great popular fete wes proceeding. 
Some of the people are making it a thorough 
fete-day, and the festal animation of occasional 
groups has a bizzare effect amidst the emblems 
of universal sadness. Orderly streams of sight- 
seers have gone to gaze on the outside of the 
mausoleum, to obtain entrance to the cathedral 
and to catch a glimpse of royal personages at 
the schioss. The bulk of folks from the 
country have departed for their homes 
and by Monday the populace will have re- 
sumed work, buildings will have been divested 


of their draperies and the normal appearance 


of the city restored. The authorities, mili+ 
tary and municipal, are unanimously congr#t- 
ulated by the — upon the circumstance 
that after one of the greatest public pageants 
ever seen there is tonight no record of acck 
dent. 
Intense anxiety over the condition of Em- 
peror Frederick already overpowers the im- 
pression of yesterday’ssombre ceremonies. In 
every oflicial circle the question asked is not 
what the emperor’s policy may be, but how 
long he will live to disclose any policy. Wan- 
ton gossip attributes to him intentions to 
change the personnel of the government in ops 
position to Bismarck. Von Puttkamer is men- 
tioned as retiring. Von Boetticher 
is in an anti-Bismarckian court 
clique which will obtain dominant 
influence. Men like General Stosch, an old 
opponent .of the chancellor’s, will be -made 
active head of departments. So far as the 
emperor has yet done anything, he has simply 
confirmed the official status everywhere. 
Nothing indicates any material change in gcov- 
ernment or the external or internal policy of 
Prince Bismarck. The emperor, though able 
to work continuously for several hours, works 
under the knowledge of his sentence of death, 
and that his doom is so near that it would be 
folly to try to modify the policy of his 
predecessor. His only daily consulta- 
tions are with trusted friends of the 
chancellor. Today, for instance, he received 
Von Moltke, General Von Albedyll, General 
Von Schellendorff and Counsellor Wilmonsky. 
During the day he exchanged frequent com- 
munications with Bismarck, probable concern- 
ing Monday’s messages to the landtag and 
reichstag. Some official audiences fixed for 
today were postponed on account of the em- 
peror’s absorption in the preparation of these 
state documents. He persists in working 
against the advice of his physicians. In reply 
to their remonstrances, he is reported to have 
said ; 

‘*My time doesn’t belong to me. 
take time.”’

PRAYING FOR FREDERICK, 


A Chaplain Offers Prayer for the Afflicted 
Emperor. 

Berwin, March 17.—Chaplain Koegel, at 
the close of his sermon at the emperor's 
funcral today, prayed for the relatives of the 
dead monarch, and above all for Emperor 
Frederick, after which he repeated the Lord’s 
prayer. 

The bridge over which the funeral proces. 
sion passed was tastefully and originally 
decorated. On either side were anchored five 
large barges, with high black masts bearin 
large branches of pine on their summits, anal 
w.thenormous black sails with white borders, 
on each of which was a large shield with the 
imperial 7 encircled by laurel wreaths, 
hoisted half mast high. 

In front of the arsenal were two pyramids 
strikingly adorned with fiags, lances, clubs, 
cuirasses, cannons and cannon balls, and 
weapons ofall kinds, showing traces of Ger— 
many’s victorious campaigns, freely mingled 
with holly, laurel and evergreens. At the 
guardhouse were erected pillars, on one of 
which was inscribed in letters of gold: “ile 
went home, and by so doing grieved a world. 
His faithful people are in tears for him. - His 
grateful capital laments him.’’On the other side 
were the words, ‘‘To eternal peace has gone 
the creatorofi Gérman unity; careful of the 
world’s peace even unto death.”’ 

Facing the window of the palace from which 
the dead emperor often gazed upon the people 
stands a chapel surmounted by a cross of 
silver. Inthe gable of this building is a 
bronze relicf of the last judgment. In the 
central niche is a very beaytiful female mourn- 
ing figure in bronze. ‘ 

BURNED WITH WHISKY, 
Brutality of a Crowd of 
Gamblers.

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A Memorable Week. 

The tempest which raged during the 
past few days throughout the middle and 
northern states deserves to be ranked among 
the greatest storms of modern times. 

Yesterday morning the first New York 
mail since last Monday reached Atlanta. 
For four days we were cut off from all mail 
communication with the metropolis of the 
country, and during part of the time our 
telegraphic advices from the northern cities 

. were cabled to us from England. Nor did 
the cities within a short distance of New 
York fare any better. ‘The telegraph wires 
were down, and a message from Boston to 
New York had to cross the Atlantic and re- 
turn, a distance of about six thousand miles. 

Now that the delayed mails have come to 
hand we are able to get a better idea of the 
storm than the telegraphic summary con- 
veyed. Our readers already know that hun- 
dreds of persons perished, that huge build- 
ings were blown out to sea, and that there 
was a general paralysis of business and 
traffic. ‘The legislatures of New York and 
New Jersey could not muster a quorum for 
two days. But there were sadder and more 
serious inconveniences. In New York 
physicians could not make their way to the 
bedsides of the dying, and hundreds of dead 
people lay unburied for several days, it being 
an impossibility to convey them to the 
cemeteries, 

The damage—who can estimate it? The 
sum total will never be known, but it will 
run high up into the millions. Business 
men could not get to the banks when their 

notes were due, and the Herald vigorously 
maintains that the worst days of the storm 
must be treated by the banks as legal holi- 
days, and the notes maturing then must not 
be protested. The stoppage of manufac- 
tures, the interruption of freight and passen- 
ger traffic, and the complete cessation of 
work and business in five or six states must 
have resulted in a tremendous, an incalcu- 
lable, amount of damage. 

Fortunately the worst is over, at least for 
the present. What the future may have in 
store no man knows.

A Successful Storm Prophet. 

It must be admitted that Mr. Hicks, the 
western weather prophet, made a hit when 
he predicted the recent great storm. 

Unlike tl.c majority of predicted disasters, 
this particular storm made its appearance 
exactly on time, and it will go into history 
as one of the most remarkable blizzards of 
the century. ' 

Naturally, people now feel disposed to 
heed Mr. Hicks’s lightest word. The fact 
that he was right a week ago leads many to 
believe that his guess work for the coming 
week will materialize into a howling suc- 
cess. 

This is not a comfortable view to take of 
it. According to Mr. Hicks, the country is 
to be visited between the 19th and the 25th 
by a tremendous storm accompanied by 
violent earthquakes. Just how he gets at 
the earthquake part of the business we do 
not understand, and we have our doubts 
about it. Earthquakes have heretofore been 
supposed to be beyond the forecasting abil- 
ity of our scientists. In the matter of 
storms it is different, especially during the 
month of March. It is always in order to 
predict something uproarious for a month 
so noted for its disorderly conduct, and no 
one need be surprised to see an clementa] 
furry during the next few days. 

So it is quite likely that Mr. Hicks will 
flourish for a time as a storm prophet. But 
the chances are that he will make a failure 
on his earthquakes,

The Voiceless Emperor. 

The true condition of the new emperor 
Frederick of Germany is not known. Even 
the physicians attending him will not make 
known the result of their investigation of 
the cancerous development in his throat, 
and their bulletins are pretty much the same 
from one day to another. Any immediate 
or marked change for better or worse is 
given to the public, but his sinking has been 
so gradual and steady that the announce- 
ments of his condition day by day show that 
he grows no better, With one afflicted as 
he is recovery is an extremely rare thing, 
and if the patient experiences no change for 
the better, it means that there is a steady 
decline, for a cancer never remains in one 
condition. Sometimes the fatal germs are 
checked in their progress, and it is said 
that they have been completely eradicated, 
though such instances are rare, 

Emperor Frederick is in a much worse 
condition today than he was two months 
ago, and for two weeks all Europe has been 
ready for the announcement of his death. 
It is said that every London paper has had 
his biography “in type’’ ready for use at any 
moment, and the American papers are 

“similarly prepared, in expectation of his 
early death. Hecannot talk, but carries on 
his conversation.with pencil and paper, anda 

question has already been raised as to how 
he shall take the oath of office. The con- 
stition requires that he shall make the 
oath in an audible tone before the reichstag. 

His physicians have forbidden him to 
speak, though in this one instance it will 
probably do him no harm on account of the 
brevity of the effort; even then he will 

_ probably not attempt to make himself heard 
_ except to those immediately around him, as 
an undue strain on his voice may probably 

pring about serious results. 

___._ Jf the emperor is really in as bad a fix as 

_ the world believes him to be, it is apparent 
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yousg crown prince, it is believed, belongs 
to,a, different school; and to say the least of 
at he is certainly not as peaceably inclined 
as his father. Bismarck’s policy, however, 
will prevail as long as he lives, and even if 
the emperor dies his son could not bring 
about results contraryto the policy of the great 
chancellor. But Bismarck himself is old, very 
old, and it may not be long before he too is 
called. Thus it is more than probable that 
he is now shaping the course of the empire 
under its new administration, so that his 
policy may stand in an emergency. The 
sudden death of the emperor, or even-the 
announcement that his death is but a ques- 
tion of a few days, would of course, em- 
barrass the chancellor in fixing his policy 
with the present administration, As soon 
as this is done Germany can pass through 
another crisis as peacefully as it passed 
through the last, with Bismarck at the 
helm. 

Thus it will be seen that there may be an 
object in concealing the true condition of 
the emperor. If it was announced by his 
physicians that death was at hand, or cer- 
tainly approaching, the shock caused would 
give those who so desired an opportunity of 
giving the chancellor trouble in shaping the 
policy of the next administration. 

Bismarck has shown of late, more than 
ever, that ‘“‘the European situation’’ is in 
his hands.

A Discriminating Mail Treaty. 


Canada has caught the United States nap- 
ping, as it were, and in the mail treaty 
which was agreed upon by both countries 
not along ago, Canuck diplomacy got de- 
cidedly the better of yankee shrewdness. 

The postal treaty, which went into effect 
March Ist, 1888, between this country and 
Canada, has turned out to be a clear case 
of discrimination against the United States 
in favor of its British neighbor, though no 
such thing was intended, and from the looks 
of the treaty it appeared as if the United 
States had gotten the better of Canada; but 
such is not the case. The treaty has not 
been in force a month yet, but a long enough 
time has elapsed to demonstrate to the 
United States that something has to bedone 
to even up. 

By the terms of the treaty it was agreed 
that each country should transport and de- 
liver all mail matter of the other at the 
postage rates of the country from which 
the mail came. A short while after the 
first of March it was found that some of the 
greatest. seed growers of this country were 
mailing their plants and catalogues to par- 
ties in this country, via Canada, paying 
Canadian postage on the same. It was 
found that they shipped their plants and 
catalogues to Canada in bulk and mailed 
them in parcels from Canada, thus saving 
twelve cents per pound on plants and three 
cents on each catalogue, less the expense of 
freight in sending these things to Canada, 
which was comparatively very small, and 
which still gave them room for large saving 
by mailing from Canada instead of the 
United States. 

This is readily explained. The Canadian 
postage on seeds and bulbs is four cents per 
pound, while that of the United States is 
sixteen cents per pound, and the proportion 
is the same on seed catalogues. Thereis a 
sinall duty on both, but the Canadian seeds- 
man saves $240 per ton in postage alone on 
seed, and after paying the duty of $80 per 
ton starts out $120 aton ahead of the New 
York seedsman in sending goods by mail to 
any part of thiscountry. Thus the sceds- 
men of this country begun to protect them- 
selves by shipping their goods in bulk to 
Canada and mailing them back to this coun- 
try and paying duty on them. . 

It soon appeared that this was a round 
about way of discriminating against our own 
industries, and to remedy it a bill has been 
introduced in congress giving postal matter 
within the United States the same facilities 
as those enjoyed by persons mailing the 
same matter from another country. The 
bill will undoubtedly pass and will take 
effect immediately, thus amending any 
treaty which discriminates against us like 
the mail treaty with Canada, It does not 
amend this treaty directly, but does what 
amounts to the same thing, in that it pre- 
vents the discrimination.

A Southern Planter. 

We made some notice yesterday of a vol- 
ume entitled ‘‘Memorials of a Southern 
Planter,”’ being the biography of Thomas 
S. Dabney, by,his daughter, Mrs. Susan Dab- 
ney Smedes. Mr. Dabney came of a distin- 
guished Virginian family. He moved to 
Mississippi some years before the war and 
made his influence felt there. He was the 
master of more thantwo hundred slaves, 

He livedin Mississippi in grand style 
until the culmination of the war, and when 
this blow came heandhis children fe]] 
heirs, as did so many others, to the direst 
poverty that unhappy circumstances could 
invent. He wasat this time sixty-nine 
years of age, and he set about rebuilding 
his fortunes in a way that might well put 
to shame the efforts of the young men of this 
day who pretend that they can find nothing 
to do. 

Before the war Mr. Dabney had put his 
name as security On some papers, for a 
trusted friend, for a good many thousand 
dollars. In the autumn of 1866 this paper 
fell due, and he was unable to meet it. He 
might have avoided it altogether, as people 
were in the habit of doing in those days of 
confusion and chaos, There were other 
security debts, and these also became due. 
He determined to pay every dollar, but he 
wanted time. In order todo this he put 
the whole business in the hands of alawyer, 
who was his intimate friend, and this 
lawyer, by contesting, put off and delayed 
suits that would have been ruinous, 

At this time many southern people were 
taking advantage of the bankrupt law. Mr. 
Dabney’s friends and relatives urged him 
tothis course, on the ground that it was 
madness for a man of his age to endeavor to 
settle the debts standing against him. He 
refused to listen to such proposals. Such 
rigid self-denial as he praticed has a ‘flavor 
of other lands and other races. He refused 
to allow his to work, and he lit- 
erally went to the washtub. In his seven- 
tieth year he ‘‘went to the washtub”’ and did 


| all the washing for himself and his family. 


his Mbts, and the wonder of it all is that 
hie daughters, who could have managed this 


' matter to suit their own convenience, should 


have permitted this old man to go to the 
washtub, 

And yet the facts is fully and deliberately 
set forth that this old man, in his seventieth 
year, was permitted by his devoted chil- 
dren to do the work that ought to have been 
done by them. As thebook says, ‘‘A cur- 
tain must be-drawn over this part of the 
lion-hearted father.”’

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Judicial Salaries in Georgia. 

The rumor that the increase in the salaries 
of the federaljudges in Georgia will not be as 
great as that of the northern judges calls 
for vigorous protest from the bar of the 
state. 

As is shown in the caseof Judge Speer, 
his district is an empire in extent, with in- 
terests so varied that it is no easy matter for 
the most diligent judge to keep up with the 
new questions presented, and his entire 
time, from January to December, is occu- 
pied with the duties of his office. The ad- 
miralty cases alone, upon which Judge 
Speer has to pass, surpasses the volume of 
business transacted by many judges in in- 
land districts. 

There is no economy ina policy which 
deals in a niggardly manner with the judges 
of the land. The two judges in Georgia 
have interests so vast committed to their 
charge that their salaries should be equal to 
the highest paid. The business in Gedrgia 
courts is constantly increasing, and only 
good salaries can command the services of 
competent judges.

1, The British revenue is raised partly by excise 
or internal revenue taxes and about $100,000,000 by 
customs duties on tobacco, tea, coffee, raisins, cur- 
rants, etc. Also by an income tax, which every one 
with an income of over $500 or $600 must pay. It is 
a system which, according to Mf. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, wrings the taxes from the poor and leaves the 
luxuries of the rich to enter free of all custonis 
duties. 

2. It is not uniformly true. For example, those 
engaged in the building trades in France are paid 
higher wages than in England. Compare the wages 
of great concerns like those of Krupp’s at Essen, 
Germany, and the Schneiders, at Crusot, France 
with similar establishments in England, and the 
wages are substantially the same, 


The Brooks-Wigfall Duel.

Wigfhll championed 
his opponent, and several bitter ; les appeared in 
the Edgefield Advertiser. Wigfall challenged the 
elder Brooks, which he declined on. the grounds 
that he was a man of family, while Wigfall was sin- 
gle. The latter then Barrage the elder Brooks by 
writing a statement of the facts and pasting them 
on the courthouse. A young man the name 
of Bud, a meghew of the elder Brooks 
was on the ground and at once tore down the of 
fending notice. Hot words ensued, and Wigfall 
shot Bud. killing him instantly. Preston 8. Brooks 
hearing of the trouble, left his studies and went to 
Edgefield and challenged Wigfall and the challenge 
was promptly accepted, A weeks later the 
duel occurred with the above result. I was a small 
boy at the time, living in less than a mile of both 
ofthe duelists. ‘I well remember seeing Brooks 
practice with a pistol before the duel came 
of. He would hit ai spot a little 
larger than a dollar neary every fire.

Mr. Buford Phillips Takes Doses 
of Each and Yet Lives. 


A Difficulty Yesterday Afternoon Said to Be 
the Cause—The Young Man Tells His 
Story—He May Yet Recover. 


Buford Phillips, a youug man nineteen years 
old, is lying at the point of death. 

Yesterday evening about a quarter to 8

“Doctor, have taken a lotof morphine— 
sixty grains of it. If you can do anything for 
me, why you doso, and if you can’t it don’t 
matter, What do you think can be done ?”’ 

Noticing a strong odor of ether, the doctor 
said: ‘“‘Are you sure it was morphine; 
couldn’t it have been ether as

the young man.

I couldn't 
live without trying to kill Barrett, and this 
was the best way I know of.”’ 

The doctor and his patient ealled by for Dr. 
Waring, and the three walked as rapidiy as 
possible to Dr. Avary’s drug store, on Peach- 
tree. During the walk the young man talked 
freely and rationally. : a 

“What earthly use is there in committing 
suicide?” he was asked. 

“What is the use in living?’’ he replied, de- 

ondently. 

“Where did you take the stuff?” 

“Out at the ball ground,’”’ he answered. “TI 
sat down on one of those benches in the park 
all by myself. I drank the morphine and put. 
the etherin my hat. You seel can’t whip 
Barrett ina fair fight, and the only way I can 
get even with himis to kill him. I didn’t 
want to do that, and I don’t wanttolive un- 
less I can take up an insult.” 

By the time the drugstore was reached the 
young man was = weak. <A strong 
emetic was given him. The result showed 
that the stomach was saturated with mor- 
phine. and that ether had been mixed. 
As soon soon as practicable the young man, 
now breathing heavily and unconscious, was 
carried to the home of his widowed mother on 
North Pryor street, just across from the First 
Methodist church. The mother herself is very 
ill, and ona bed in the next room the Pepe. 
man was laid. Dr. Murray and Dr. Avary ha 
joined Dr. Brockett and Dr. Waring. 

An eye-witness of the difficulty at the tcle- 
graph office gaye the following account last 
night: 

ny heard them talking, and think Barret* 
asked Phillips todo something, and Phillip® 
would not do it. They were still talking, 
when I heard Phillips say: ‘Youare a liar'’ 
Instantly Barrett struck him a blow that 
knocked him several feet into a corner. Young 
Phillips is a plueky fellow, and as soon as he 
arose, went at Barrett with his knife open. 
Barrett wrenched the knife from his hand, and 
before Phillips could do anything else they 
were separated. In a little while Phillips, 
who came on at six o’clock, put on his coat 
and hat and walked out.’’ 

Mr. Barrett was asked about the trouble in 
the office. He said that he was simply trying 
to put Phillips out for using indecent language 
in the office.

The general impression among those who 
are acquainted with the young man is that 
sickness for the last two or three years has 
made him moody and despondent. It is 
understood that he is a relative of the Breck- 
enridges of Kentucky, and cherishes all the 
old-time notions of honor and insult. 

He was unconscious before he reached home 
last night, and from the first his recovery was 
extremely doubtful, but at last accounts it is 
thought that the young may live through it.

THE CONVICT’S SUIT. 


The Stockade Victim to Get a Hearing Be- 
forea Jury To-Morrow. 


The superior court, Judge Marshall J. Clarke 
presiding, will be occupied tomorrow with an 
uncommonly interesting suit for damages. 

The plaintiff is Henry Williams, colored, 
who brought suit for $10,000 damages against 
the meinbers of the board of county commis- 
sioners and Mr. Donaldson, the superintendent 
of the county stockade, and Mr. Garmany, the 
overseer. 

When the case was called in the superior 
court a few days ago Mr. W. S. Thomson, at- 
torney for the county commissioners, demurred 
to the declaration, and made a long argument 
to show that the county commissioners could 
not be held liable for damages. 

Mr. C. T. Ladson, attorney for the plaintiff, 

argued against the propositions made by Mr. 
Thomson. 
Judge Clarke reserved his decision until yes- 
terday morning, when he sustained the de- 
murrer to the declaration in so far as it refers 
to the county commissioners and denied the 
demurrer in so far as it referred to the officers 
of the stockade. 

The effect of this decision is to leave Messrs. 
Donaldson and Garmany as the defendants, 
and the suit will be against them. 

The attorney for Mr. Donaldson made an 
effort to shield him from responsibility on the 
ground that he is general superintendent of 
the stockade and has nothing to do with the 
furnishing of fuel and covering. This effort 
was not successful, and Mr. Donaldson will 
have to answer to the suit as a co-defendant 
with Garmany. 

The case will excite a great deal of interest. 
The facts are set forth in the declaration at 
considerable length. It is alleged in the com- 
plaint that the plaintiff was an inmate of the 
county stockade and was seriously injured by 
the severe cold whilst he lay in confinement 
with only a thin blanket to cover him and with 
no fire whatever. His leg was frozen and it 
had to be amputated, and several toes 
dropped off his other foot. He asserts that 
this was the result of criminal neglect on the 
part Of the keepess of the stockade. 

Tomorrow the case will be tried before a 
jury in the superior court. 


DR. SCHUMANN WINS, 


The Case Heard by Judge Marshall J 
Clarke Yesterday. 


The creditors’ bill against Dr. ‘Theodore 
Schumann for the appointment of a receiver 
came on for hearing yesterday before Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke in chambers. 

The bill was brought by Mr. M. B. Forbett, 
who, though not in court, was represented by 
Messrs. Walter K. Brown and Rhett & 
O’ Bryan. 

Dr. Schumann was represented by Messrs. 
Hall, Hammond and Stewart. 

Judge Clarke, after hearing the evidence in 
the case, passed an order refusing to grant any 
injunction, or to appoint any receiver. In 
doing so he remarked that the evidence had 
totally failed to show that Dr. Schumann 
was insolvent; but, that even if it had so 
shown, he would not have appointed a re- 
ceiver, as it was a matter resting entirely in 
the court’s discretion, and because he thought 
it would be to the interest of the creditor not 
to Sdo$so, as Dr. Schumann could . {manage 
his own affairs even for his creditors’ interest, 
better than a receiver could. He remarked 
also that notwithstanding the fact thac this 
bill had been pending twenty days, a very 
small proportion of creditors, in amount and 
number, had joined init, thus making it evi- 
dent to his mind that it was not the desire of 
the creditors to have a-receiver appointed, 

The evidence showed that Dr. Schumann’s 
assets, at their lowest cash valuation, were 
worth nineteen thousand dollars, and that his 
liabilities, all told, were less than eight 
thousand dollars. This appeared, not only by 
the positive and direct oath of Dr. Schumann, 
but 2 the oath of four prominent and disin- 
terest druggists, who had made a careful ex- 
amination of his stock of goods, fixtures, etc., 
in his store. 

Aun effort was made to get an order from the 
judge to compet Dr. Schumann to allow per- 
sons selected by the complainants in 
the bill to enter his store and 
examine into his business affairs. 
This Dr. Shnmann swore he had re- 
fused to do, under the.advice of his counsel, 
believing that it was one of his personal rights 
to manage his private affairs as he deemed best, 
and without interference by outsiders. 

The judge took this view of it and refused to 


grant the order, remarking that he knew of 


no authority of law for such a proceeding. 

Dr. Schumann says he is fighting this case 
onthe ground that an outrageous and un- 
warrantable assault has been made agen him 
by the charge that he is insolvent, and he has 
announcéd his intention to pay the com- 

lainants their demands.as soon as they 
Riaosien their bill, and thus withdraw that 
charge; but he says he will not pay them a 
dollar until they take that course. Ho says he 
will not settle this case, which is founded on 
the charge of insolvency, for that would, he 
asserts, be a tacit admission that the 
charge is true. He declares his intention to 


fight the case to the end.

SHOT IN THE DARK. 


A Butts County Man Killed at. 


His Own Door. 


A Murder Committed in May Last Str- 
rounded With Mystery, Brought 
to Light at Last. 


Two gentlemen, both citizens of Butts 
county, walked into the city prison last night 
about eleven o’clock, and, leaning over the 
stationhouse-keeper’s desk, remarked: 

‘We want to leave the descriptions of four 
ey who are wanted in Butts county for mur- 

er.’ 

The book upon which descriptions are writ- 
ten was opened, and one of the gentlemen be- 
gan writing. Ashe wrote the other looked 
over his shoulder, and occasionally suggested 
achange. Fora half hour the two gentlemen 
pondered over the work, and when it was fin- 
ished they closed the book, banding it back to 
the stationhouse-keeper. 

Then, to those about them they told an in- 
teresting story. 

One year ago there lived in Butts county 
near Jackson, a man named McNair, a farmer 
anda blacksmith. McNair was a reckless, 
careless fellow, and was involved in many 
troubles, and was almost constantly in the 
courts. Last spring he was indicted for bur- 

lary, andin May his trial came off in the 

sutts superiorcourt. The evidence against 
him was not enough to secure a conviction, 
and at the same time it was so damaging that 
the jury would not acquit him. The new trial 
was considered avictory for McNair, and when 
he left Jackson that afternoon he felt well 
satisfied. 

That night he was killed. my 

About 10 o’clock in the night McNair was 
ariused from his sleep by a loud knocking at 
the door. Leaving his bed, he approached the 
door, and before opening it, calledout: 

‘Who is there?”’ 

‘*] have broke my harness,’’ answered some 
one from the outside, ‘‘and want you to give 
me a light to fix it, so that I can move on.”’ 

‘*Who are you’’’ asked McNair. 

‘IT am a stranger here,’’ answered the man, 
giving the name. 

“Allright. Wait a minute and I’ll bring 
you a light,’’ answered McNair. 

A second later a match flashed up in the 
room and then in another second the door 
began to open slowly. The door opened, but 
McNair could see no one in front of it. Hold- 
ing the light high above his head he asked: 

‘*Where are you?”’ 

‘‘Here,’’ answered a man. 

The voice came from the road, znd through 
the darkness McNair said saw some one in the 
road. Lowering the light he stepped out of the 
door and an instant later there was the report 
of the gun. Simultaneous with the report 
McNair dropped to the ground. The light 
went out and when his wife, alarmed by the 
shot’ came to the door no one was in sight. By 
the light of a match she- discovered 
her husband lying withiny a few feet 
of the door. His head was town half away 
and the blood covered the ground. Mrs. 
McNair gave the alarm and neighbors came in. 
The body was picked up and moved into the 
house and the next day an inquest was held. 
The lady told the story, but could give noth- 
ing indicating the guilty parties and the murder 
BF the greatest mystery the county ever 
had. 

In MeNair’s tragic death the whole county 
became interested. His misdeeds were for- 

otten and only his virtues remembered. 

verybody in the county wanted to find the 
party whocommitted the murder, and the mat- 
ter was brought tothe attention of Governor 
Gordon. The governor offered a reward for the 
murderers, and fora time a number of detec- 
tives tried tosecure the reward by finding them 
but without success,and ina short time the 
killing was a thing of the past. 

But it was not forgotten. 

A few days ago the Butts county grand jury 
was ofganized, and on yesterday evidence was 
dropped before the body which caused indict- 
ments to be found against eight citizens of the 
county. In the indictment the parties are 
charged with murdering McNair. Just what 
the evidence before the grand jury was no one 
knows. The evidence, however, was voluntary 
on the part of the witnesses and was entirely 
new and a surprise to the members of the jury. 

The story before the jury ran this way: 
When McNair was up for trial on the burglary 
charge, the witnesses against him were angry 
because he was not convicted, and that night 


- went to his house. While one called him out 


another was standing beside the house with a 
shotgun inhand ready tokill him. As he 
stepped out the fatal shot was fired. 

The fourmen described are supposed to 
have gotten wind of the indictment and 
skipped. a

MATED TO A THIEF. 


Romantic Car@er of a Daughter of An Ex- 
Lord Mayor of Dublin. 


Cricaao, March 15.—A few days ago notice 
given at the west, north and central police sta- 
tions that a detective was wanted immediately 
at No. 72 Rosebud street. Officers Kelly and 
Spirling were summoned, and after some search 
they found the right number in a littie back al- 
ley which is named so inappropriately.

In a few words she ex- 
plained thai there existed in Chicago an or- 
ganized band of male and female thieves, 
which confied its operations to the large hotels. 
Her husband, she discovered months before, 
was a member of such a gang, she said, and 
she then determined to take the first opportu- 
nity to notify the police. : 

* The officers listened in astonishment while 
she told the details of her story. She then 
uncovered a pile of goods in a corner of the 
room. There were fine camel’s hair blankets, 
costly linen shirts,empty purses, a sea) skin 
cap, heavy overcoats, bed spreads, fine soaps, 
valises, etc. The officers were convinced, and 
Monday night arrested Frank Emmett, the 
trusted watchman at the Sherman house, to- 
gether with James Boytan and Patrick Need- 
ham, and several other of the men and women 
who are supposed to be implicated. Several of 
the other big down-town hotels have been sys- 
tematically robbed by certain of their em- 
ployes, and the police have secured several 
wagon loads of goods taken from hotels. The 
woman who gave the first information to the 
olice was aoked why she gave her name as 
Mrs. James Murray,and told the following 
story of her life, which there is every reason 
to believe is true: 

“My maiden name was Lizzie Josephine 
Kerns. My father was John Kerns, who, many 
vears before my birth, was Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin city. I was born in Dublin and livered 
there until I was sent away to go on with my 
education. Father was wealty and we were a 
happy family. There were six sisters of us, 
and I was the beauty and was spoiled. In the 
Ursuline Convent, of Thurles, I received my 
instruction in the higher branches, in music 
and painting. Then I was sent to Boulogne, 
France, where I finished my éducation. Short- 
ly after my return to Dublin, when I was going 
out in society a great deal, my father died. 
While we were all still in mourning, my moth- 
er fell heir to another fortune by the death of 
a relative in Birmingham, England. Part of 
the property was a villa and grounds at Aston 
Park, Birmingham. We moved there the next 
year. Itwasadelightful place and my mother 
still lives there with my sister Beatrice. In 
that villa I was introduced to James Murray, 
who was then a wealthy shoe manufacturer in 
Limerick. We were married in 1509 by the 
Right Rev. O’Sullivan in the Birmingham 
chapel. We were not very happy together. 

‘Two years after our marriage we moved to 
Philadelphia. My husband is still in that city, 
a member ot the shoe manufacturing firm of 
Hayes, Murray & Co., located at the corner of 
Ninth and Market streets. We quarreled a 
great deal about trivial matters. Finally he 
sent back to Ireland for some of his poor rela- 
tives, and they came to live with him. I left 
the house and went to New York. He com- 
menced divorce proceedings on the ground of 
desertion and was granted a bill. In New York 
I was without afriend and was soon out of 
money and was forced to go to a cheap hotel 
and I went tothe St. Omar. Frank Emmett 
was a porter in the hotel and when J was sick 
he befriended me. When I recovered my 
health I commenced living with him. That 
was four years ago. Until we moved to Chica- 
go, I believed him to be strictly honest. We 
would have been married, but that, as a Cath- 
olic, Iam the wife of James Murray, the mil- 
lionaire, to this day, in spite of the decree.”’

MORMONS MAKING CONVERTS. 


Elders Boldly at Work in the South Gather- 
ing inthe Women. 
From the New York Herald. 
BirireuineHam, Ala., March 10, 1888.—Before 


l tah visited various sections of the south and 
made a few converts to the religion of Joseph 
Smith, but the work was not prosecuted with 
much vigor. 

Soon after the close of the hostilities the 
work was resumed in a spasmodic way, but it 
was not until some eight or ten years ago that 
i to the 
fruitful fields to be found in the backwoods 
sections of the states of Tennessee, Alabama, 
Georgia and North Carolina. 

In 1878 Elder John Morgan, of Salt Lake, a 
prominent pillar in the church and the author 
of a widely circulated work on Mormonism, 
established his headquarters at. Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and assumed charge of the work in the 
above named state. The mountain regions of 
East Tennessee and western North Carolina 
proved most fruitful fields for the work of the 
Mormon elders. 

The simple people of this section were easil 
deceived by the smooth talking and’ plausi- 
ble elders, andembraced Mormonism in the 
hope of bettering their pecuniary condition in 
the home promised them in Utah. From 
Chattanooga the eiders radiated in every di- 
rection, and reaped rich harvests of converts, 
who were at once sent off to Utah. At last the 
people became aroused, and the lynching of 
two elders in Tenneessee and the severe tlog- 
ging of several in North Carolina stopped their 
work in those states for awhile. The head- 
quarters at Chattanooga were not abandoned, 
however, and the elders sought new fields in 
Georgia and Alabama. 

WORKING GEORGIA. 

In north Georgia they established several 
churehes and carried on their work without 
trouble for two years. In this field they were 
very successful, and at one time sent a batch 
of seventy converts to Utah. Finally the bet- 
ter and more intelligent citizens rose in arms 
and drove the elders from the neighborhood. 
They reported to Elder Morgan, at Chatta- 
nooga, and a council of war was held. It was 
decided to seek new fields, and the elders were 
sent prospecting in Alabama. 

The counties of Clay, Cleburne and Ran- 
dolph, in northeast Alabama, were, until re- 
cently, remote from railroads and towns of any 


farmers who were both poor and ignorant. 
This section proved a fertile field for the Mer- 
mou missionaries. 

CLINGING TO ALABAMA. 

About twenty years ago John Mootry, of 
Randolph county, went west and drifted tinally 
to Salt Lake City, where he joined the Mor- 
mon church and soon becameanelder. When 
Morgan’s men had been driven from North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Georgia, and it was 
decided to invade Alabama, Mootry, who was 
living at Salt Lake City, was ordered to report 
at Chattanooga. Hecame, and Morgan or- 
dered him to lead an expedition to Alabama 
and attempt the establishment of a church, or 
recruiting station. Mootry left Chattanooga 
jn company With Elders IKasiah, Stevens, De 
Lameyer, cam, Engel] and Davis, and went 
direct to hisold home in Randolph county, 
Ala. He found his relatives scattered, but at 
the home of a nephew, Thomas Mitchel], who 
lived in Clay county, Mootry and his men were 
allowed to establish their headquarters. The 
s2cond Sunday in July, 1584, these seven Mor- 
mon elders held a public meeting at Oak Ridge 
school house, in Clay county, Eider Kasiah 
leading the service. From this beginning has 
grown the largest Mormon mission in the 
south, and so bold have the elders 
and their converts become in that section, 
they defy those who seek to drive them away. 
Mootry had left Randolph county a poor man, 
and by his carefully worded stories of the 
wealth acquired in Utah and the purity of the 
Mormon religion he had no difficulty in in- 
ducing nearly all his old friends and relatives 
to embrace the faith of the “Latter Day 
Saints.”’ Elder John Morgan left his office 
in Cliattanooga to visit the mission of Clay 
county, and he was so well pleased with the 
situation that he ordered all the elders to 
remain in that vicinity and gradually extend 
the work as the number of converts in- 
creased. So quietly was the work carried on 
that it was nearly two years before the Mor- 
mon ‘settlement was heard of beyond the 
immediate vicinity of their mission. In the 
meantime about one hundred converts had 
been made and the force of elders increased to 
ten. 

READY TO FIGHT FCR THE fAITRH, 

When driven from other sections the elders 
had never dared resent the rough treatment 
they received, but when they became so firmly 
established in Alabama they displayed more 
nerve. sty | aroused the indignation of the 
better citizens by some of their peculiar relig- 
ous rites, the first trouble in Alabama was 
brought about some two years after the mis- 
sion was established at Oak Ridge. A com- 
mittee of citizens waited on the elders and or- 
dered them to leave the neighborhood at once. 
“We will not leave and we defy yon,” was the 
answer madegbe committee by Elder Stevens. 
When the n@Wly made converts learned that 
the elders were in danger they were up in 
arms atonce. One of the boldest converts was 
Hiram Harrison, who had embraced Mormon- 
ism, together with his family of five daughters 
and twosons: The elders spent much of their 
time at the house of Harrison, and a few nights 
after the first warning was given the citizens’ 
committee, headed by a man named Bolling, 
called again. This time they simply posted a 
written notice on Harrison’s gate, that all 
Mormons, elders and converts, must leave the 
nei wt ee op ten days. 

ext day one of Harrison’s sons shot a pisto 
bal) through this notice and then wiote oe. 
neath iton the same paper, “Come to our 
house another night and some of you will eat 
breakfast in hell next morning.” He then 
carried the notice and o—— it on the gate of 
Bolling, the leader of the committee. That 
day the elders and their cenverts armed them- 
selves and awaited developments. The citi- 
zens were awed by the warlike attitude of the 
Mormons, and made no attempt to drive them 
from the neighborhood. 
GATHERING IN THE WOMEN. 

Since that time the Mormons have continued 
their work unmolested in that section, and 
have made many converts. Several of the 
elders have gone into other countiés and in 
several places were forced to leave in a short 
time. About three times a year the converts 
from the different missions are gathered at 
Chattanooga and sent to Utah in charge of one 
or more elders, The majority of the converts 
are yoann women, and in one instance known 
to the writer a woman left her husband and 
two children to join the Mormons and went to 
‘Utah. The work is goingon quietly in sev- 
oral places in thisstate, but. nowhere else in 
the south have the elders - sueh :

retty Cupids. One of these holding the reins 
n his handsis looking up intothe beanuty’s 
face smiling, half laughing. The other, with 
head bent forward, is trying to wrest the reins 
from its companion. To the left are three fig- 
ures closely bunched. The middie one of the 
trio is a most powerful god. In his right hand 
he holds a large shel!, from which sweet strains 
of music are supposed to be flowing. 
hand is grasped tightly by the two nymphs, 
both looking up at the goddess—love and ado- 
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ration being plainly paimted on every feature. | 209 ease 


On her left are two other attendants, both 
glancing fondly at the center piece, while still 
nearer to her, upon the same side, is another 
attendant making sweet music. In ‘the back- 
ground, as it were, are innumerable atfendants 


The painting is complete in every detail. 
Every face upon the canvass is one of beauty, 
and every figure is perfect. Mr. Morrison has 
been working upon it for two months and has 

iven every —— careful study and a faith- 

ul work. The clouds around the figure have 
@ natural tint and appear to be moving 
slowly ne The water underneath 
almost ripples away: as the painting 
is looked upon. The artist has long ago made 
his reputation for fine, faithful work, bat never 
in his life has he won the distinction which 
this painting will give him. Since beginning 
the work Mr. Morrison has done little else than 
upon it. Day after day he has stood before the 
canvas studying each line and correcting each 
error until perfection has been attained. 

The Birth of Venus was taken by Mr. Morri- 
son from a print from the original painting in 
the gallery of the Luxombourg. 

Before Mr. — finished the picture he’ 
had a dozen offers for it, but of course could 
not dispose of the painting. as it had been or- 
dered. It was Mr. James F. Lynch who con- 

sived the idea of having the birth of Venus 
reprodu ed in Atlanta. Mr. lynch is a lover 
of painti: gs, and no one in Atlanta is better 
up in the art than he. When he saw the stecl 
eng aving representing the original, he deci- 
ded to have it reproduced, and finally made a 
trade with Mr. Morrison, paying $1,000 for the 
work.

The Most Faithful Picture Ever 
Seen in the South. 


An Oil Painting Which Will Attract 
the Attention of All Atlan- 
tians When Hung Up. 


Tlal Morrison, the artist, has just finished 
the largest oil painting ever made in the south 
and the work is accurate, complete and attrac- 


tive. 

It isthe Birth of Venus. 

The painting is nine feet four inches high 
and seven feet four inches wide and nearly 
every inch of the canvas has been utilized by 
the artist. The central figure in the painting 
is Venus. The goddess of beauty is standing 
with her arms thrown carelessly over her head 
one band resting upon the ,side of the face, 
and the other upon the luxuriant growth of 
hair. Her face is so turned that a fine profile 
view is had. Her lips, red and isiviting, are 
parted just the least bit \her eyes ha f c.os d 
suggesting a dreamy state. Down her back a 
mass of hair falls in rippling waves. The po- 
sition, altogether, is one of beauty and ease. In 
every curve there is a graceful air and in every 
line atrue picture of the perfect beauty the 
tamed piece of mythology is supposed to rep- 
resent. : Ps 

Around the beautiful figure are other crea- 
tures of her choice. 

At her feet is a porpoise and upou this she is 
standing. The amphibious creature is moving 
about in the water, guided by two laaghing, 
pretty Cupids. One of these holding the reins 
in his handsis looking up into the beauty’s 
face smiling, half laughing. The other, with 
head bent forward, is trying to wrest the reins 
from its companion. To the left are three fig- 
ures closely bunched. The middle one of the 
trio is a most powerful god. In his right hand 
he holds a large shel!, from which sweet strains 
of music are supposed to be flowing. His left 
hand is grasped tightly by the two nymphs, 
poth looking up at the goddess—love and ado- 
ration being plainly pamted on every feature. 

On her left are two other attendants, both 
glancing fondly at the center piece, while still 
nearer to her, upon the same side, is another 
attendant making sweet music. In the back- 
ground, as it were, are innumerable attendants 
tiving around the goddess’ head. 

‘The painting is complete in every detail. 
Every face upon the canvass is one of beauty, 
and every figure is perfect. Mr. Morrison has 
been working upon it for two months and has 
given every —- a careful study and a faith- 
tul work. The clouds around the figure have 
a natural tint and appear to be moving 
slowly along. The water ‘underneath 
almost ripples away as the painting 
is looked upon. The artist has long ago made 
his reputation for fine, faithful work, but never 
in his life has he won the distinction which 
this painting will give him. Since beginning 
thle work Mr. Morrison has done little else than 
upon it. Day after day he has stood before the 
canvas studying each line and correcting each 


error until perfection has been attained. 


The Birth of Venus was taken by Mr. Morri- 
son from a print from the original painting in 
the gallery of the Luxombourg. 

Before Mr. a finished the picture he 
had a dozen offers for it, but of course could 
not dispose of the painting. as it had been or- 
dered. It was Mr. James F. Lynch who con- 
ccived the ‘tea of having the birth of Venus 
reprodu edin Atlanta. Mr. Lynch is a lover 
of paint. gs, and noonein Atlanta is better 
up inthe art than he. When he saw the steel 
eng aving representing the original, he deci- 
ded to have it reproduced, and finally made a 
trade with Mr. Mevties, paying $1,000 for the 
work, 

‘The picture was delivered yesterday after- 
noon, and is now hung on the walls atthe New 
Exa saloon.
